small window high in the ship, his face | 
hardly &tanding out among all the others 
along the big vessel. A cheer went up, 
and at first Clemenceau seemed oblivious 
to it, but finally he doffed his hat with 
@ smile, exposing a large head almost 
destitute of hair. Then a siren whistle, 
and Clemenceau clapped his gloved 
hands over his ears. The skipper of the 
Macom tied the cord down for a minute, 
and Clemenceau kept his ears in the 
**bomb proof shelter ’’ of his hands. 
There was a long delay in getting the 
committee aboard the ship, since the 
Macom, because of her structure, was 
wnable to get close, 80 a hurry radio call 
had to be sent for the police boat Man- 
hattan to serve as a bridge between the 
Macom and the Paris.

Mr. Polk and Cammis- 
sioner Mechan welcomed Clemenceau, 
and Jules J. Jusserand, the French Am- 
bassador to this country, greeted his 
old friend.

Bliss, Third Assistant Secretary of} 
State, who extended the official wel- 
come of the Government; George W. 
Wickersham, former Attorney General | 
of the United States; Otto H. Kahn, 
Bernard M. Baruch, Hamilton Fish 
Armstrong, Secretary of the Committee 
on Arrangements, and Stephen Bonsal.

Single Senator Can Block the 
Georgia Woman's Desire to 
Have Honor for One Day. 


DECISION BY COOLIDGE 


Only One Precedent for Snarl of | 
Appointed and Elected Senators ] 
for Same Seat. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Mrs. W. Hi. | 
Felton came to Washington today from | 
her home in Georgia with the announced 
intention of seeking the distinction of | 
being the first woman to sit in the 
United States Senate. Whether her am- 
bition will be realized will apparently 
mot be determined until after Congress 
convenes at noon Monday. 

The situation which will arise, if Mrs. 
Felton presents herself to Vice President 
Coolidge, will be unprecedented. She 
Was appointed Oct. 2 by Governor Hard- | 
wick to the place made vacant by the | 
death of Senator Watson. Since that 
time, Walter F. George has been elected 
to fill out Mr. Watson's unexpired term, 
and he, too, holds a commission for the 
seat that Mrs. Felton seeks. 

In view of this, Senate leaders agree | 
that Mrs. Felton has no legal right to 
a Senate place, but they said today that 
they were not disposed to interpose ob- 
Jections unless Mr. George should make | 
a demand for his seat Monday. Mr. 
George has said he will do all he can 
legally to aid Mrs. Felton in fulfilling 
her desire to sit in the Senate, if only 
for a day. 

It was agreed at a conference today 
between Vice President Coolidge and 
Chairman Curtis of the Rules Commit- 
tee that, irrespective of Mr. George’s 
attitude, if any Senator offered objec- 
tion, Mrs. Felton could not be sworn in. 
The precedent to be followed in such an 
event was made by former Vice Presi- 
dent Marshall In the case of former Sen- 
ator Benet of South Carolina, appointed 
te succeed Senator Tillman. Mr. Mar-} 


shall held that Mr. Benet ceased to be | 
@ Senator under the law after a succes- 
sor to Mr. Tiliman had been elected by 
the people of South Carolina. 

Should Mrs. Felton be: seated it was 
stated that she would serve without pay | 
under the statute which provides for | 
the beginning of the salary of a Senator | 
elected to fill an unexpired term on the | 
day of his election. Mrs. Felton’s friends 
said that the salary was not a considera- 
tion; that, as she herself had stated, it | 
was her sole desire to ‘‘ blaze thé road 
for the womanhood of America’’ to a 
Senate place. 

There were reports today that some 
of Mrs. Felton’s friends might try to 
persuade her not to present herself Mon- 
day and thus avoid the embarrassment 
that would result from an objection to 
her succeeding Mr. Watson. But others 
of her friends, it was stated, were urg- 
ing her to adhere to the purpose which 
brought her on the 780-mile journey 
from Cartersville.

NEW PROOF OF JEALOUSY 


Witness Sald to Tell How Mrs. Hall 
Resented Rector’s Tete-a-

Deputy Attorney General Wilbur A. 
Mott today will complete preparation of 
the case he intends to present to the 
Somerset County Grand Jury, starting 
tomorrow morning, on which he will seek 
indictments for the murder of the Rev. 
Edward Wheeler Hall and: Mrs. Elenor 
R. Mills on Sept. 14. 

Mr. Mott will confer with his chief 
investigator, Detective James F. Mason, 
at Mr. Mott’s home in East Orange 
today. Prosecutor Azariah M. Beek- 
man of Somerset County may -be there. 

' Asked if he was confident of getting 
tndictments, Mr. Mott replied: 

*“‘ Everything is now ready te lay be- 
fore the Grand Jury. I do not say now, 
and.I have never said, that I am con- 
fident of getting an indictment. I shall 
simply do my duty by presenting the 
ease to the Grand Jury. It is up to them 
to decide whether there will be an in- 
dictment. I have all my evidence in 
ghape and am now prepared to go before 
them and let them pass judgment.’’ 

The Grand Jury has three women 
members. It is believed that its de- 
liberations will last all or nearly all 
week, Official statements say there will 
be ‘‘at least twenty-four’’ witnesses, 


while unofficial estimates indicate that 
there may be fifty or more. 

Some witnesses, it is said, have never 
been mentioned before, but the prosecu- 


tion expects them to give testimony fully | 


as important as that of Mrs—Jane Gib- 
gon, hitherto known as the prosecution's 
star.

Des Moines Pastor Says He Will 
Do -His' Daty Because It 
Is the Law. 


DES MOINES, Ia., Nov. 18.—The Rev. 
W. E. Robb, Sheriff and former A. B. F. 
chaplain, announced today that he would 
execute. his second hanging ‘‘ because 
there is no way to evade the terrible 
task except the way of a coward.” 

“The method is clumsy, the act is 
gruesome and the effect is not perma- 
nent,’’ he said in a long statement ex- 
plaining his state of mind. He added 
that he accepted hanging as his duty 
because it was the will of the majority 
and the law of the State. 

‘“‘Brainless people who have no abil- 
ity to think * * * will condemn and 
rave and shout as usual,’”’ his statement 
said. ‘‘ Unthinking religious fanatics will 
plead and pray and forget that God is 
a God of justice and mercy, end that 
judgment is as much a duty of love as 
mercy is the delight of love.

Surgeons of Philadelphia looking toward 
that end, 

“ Dignity fs lent to this movement by 
the personne! of the association. Ita 
members are men mature in judgment 
and experience. All, indeed, are men of 
mational, and the majority of interna- 
tlonal, reputation. They are established 
fn the medical colleges and hospitals of 
New York, and are known for the ser- 
wlees which they have rendered. All 
are men of middle age or older. 

“fhe more the members of the asso- 
@lation considered the restrictions, the 
more apparent it became that the time 
for action had come. They argued that 
if they drifted along what assurance 
was there that they would not be ham- 
pered in prescribing caffein or some 
ether important therapeutic agent in 
another year or so?’ 


Letter Forecasts Action, 


That some action such as that just 
taken was to be expected was made ap- 
parent by a letter which appeared in 
The Journal of the American Medical 
Association on June 4, 1921. The letter 
eaid: 

The purpose of this letter is to bring 
te the attention of the physicians of 
the country the significance of recent 
and: pending. legislation affecting their 
liberty in the selection of remedies. 
While the restrictions of the Volstead 
act form the basis of the letter, we wish 
distinctly to disclaim any intention of 
initiating among physicians a propa- 
ganda for or against prohibition. In 
fact, from the present point of view, it 
is immaterial whether a physician does 
or Goes not believe in prohibition. The 
‘point at issue is the right of the phy- 
siclan to select his remedies and to de- 
cide what doses of these remedies each 
patient requires. 


Act Inhibits Physicians, 


“The Volstead act denies this right. 
While recognizing the medicinal value 
ef alcohol, it says to the physician, 
*Thou shalt not give more than a pint 
@f whisky (or brandy)’ to any patient 
within ten days.’ Further than this, 
'gtatements given by persons interested 
fm promoting similar legislation contain 
the threat to prohibit altogether the me- 
G@icinal use of alcohol. While there is 
difference of opinion among the phy- 
eicfans ‘of the country with respect to 
the therapeutic value of alcohol, the 
Mumber of those having faith in it is 
sufficiently large to receive attention. 

“The medical restrictions of the Vol- 
etead act constitute an indictment of the 
integrity of the whole medical profes- 
gion, in that it is assumed that many of 
-4ts members, unless restrained by law, 
will pander for gain to the people’s de- 
sige for drink. 

* Under the provisions of the Volstead 
act, physicians who believe in the thera- 
peutic use of alcohol are debarred from 
the practice of their profession with re- 
spect to persons who in their opinion 
require more than one pint: of whisky 
(or brandy) within ten days (the equiva- 
lent of about 144 ounces a day), since 
the statute says, ‘Any person violating 
the provisions of any permit * * * or 
who violates any of the provisions of 
the law shall be fined for the first of- 
'fense. * * * If a permitee is guilty of 
willfully violating the law * * * per 
mit will be revoked and will not be re- 
issued to such person within one year 
thereafter.’ We have been told, how- 
ever, at the office of the Prohibition 
Directory in New York City that he (the 
Director) may, in his discretion, permit 
physicians to — to treat patients 
who require alcohol. 

, BP inather provision of the Volstead 
reads that ‘physiclans may not 
escribe Hquor for their own personal 
and pharmacists should refuse to 

fill any such preacetpion presented to 
them.’ In other words, a physician 
who is ill and needs alcohol is pre- 
vented by law from obtaining it unlgss 

i fellow practitioner with a permit to 
prescribe it is near by. 

“In gome sections of the country, 
especially in rural districts, it is im- 
possible for physicians to prescribe 

Icohol, though they may hold 

censes, because local conditions pre- 
vent druggists from carrying it in 


stock. 
‘Further, it should be pointed out} 


that the Volstead act contains the 
most drastic legislation affecting the 
medical profession yet enacted. <A 
physician becomes @ criminal by the 
mere fact of writing a prescription for 
more than a pint of whisky for one 
atient within ten days, and, so far as 
e revocation of his permit ts con- 
cerned, is denied his constitutional 
right of trial by jury. (This interpre- 
tation of the law is supported by com- 
etent legal opinion.) The law states 
Prat ‘after a permit has been revoked 
by the Commisstoner, the permitee 

y have a review of the deolsion 
 & a Court of Equity.. During the 
pendency of such action such permit 

be temporarily revoked.’ 

“t e precedent established by the 
Volstead act restricting medical 

etice should, if physicians value 
eir therapeutic liberty, be met wth 

protest which will command atten- 
ton. Today, it is alcohol, tomorrow it 
may be any remedy which falls under 


the ban.

wrote a letter to the Association Journal 
calling attention to the iniquities of the 
Volstead act, but the American Thera- 
peutic Society at its annual meeting in 
Washington protested vigorously against 
the intolerable restrictions on medical 
practice imposed by this law, and since 
then a great. many loca] and county 
societies have paased resolutions of the 
Same tenor. 


Subject Goes to Committes. 


“An attempt was made to get the 
House of Delegates at the meeting of 
the American Medical Association to re- 
peat its comedy of four years ago in 
declaring that there was no acientifio 
basis for the therapeutic use of alcohol. 
More wisdom prevailed at this meet- 
ing, however, than at that of 1917, and 
the declaration was not reaffirmed but 
the question was referred to the Com 
mittee on Sclentific Research, where it 
properly belongs and where it will rest 
for a year, 

“The Medical Record has voiced its 
protest against this and other outrageous 
attempts by ignorant laymen to regulate 
medical practice, but the medical press 
in general, with a few exceptions, has 
been shy of expressing disapproval of 
thia oppressive law. 

* However, the American Medical Hdl- 
tors’ Association hag now come out wit 
a set of preambles and resolutions 
against ‘further undue regulation of 
therapeutic procedure’ and calling for 
a revision of the existing statutes. The 
resolutions, we regret to say, are wordy 
end weak, and the protest should be 
against not only ‘further’ but also 
present regulation of therapeutic PFO 
cedure, and since every such regulation 
by lay enactment is ‘ undue,’ it lg un» 
| fortunate that this qualification should 
jhave been inserted. However, it is well 
that the association has put itself on 
|; record, even if feebly, and it is pee 
| the resolutions were intended to be more 
| forceful than they are. 
| ‘* But it is not only medical men and 
their patients who suffer from this med- 
| dlesomeness of the W. C. T. U. and its 
Congressional subservients; chemists and 
|} manufacturers are also beginning t 
| wake up and to find that the Volstea 
act is destined to work irreparable in- 
jury to the chemical and other indus- 
| tries of the country if it is allowed to 
stand in its present or proposed shape. 

“We trust that Mr. oletead h 
{learned by this time that the medica 
profession ia not unanimously tn favor 
of submitting to hig prejudices in re- 
| FS to the practice of therapeutics, al- 

hough that would probably not trouble 
him, for ‘doctors’ don’t count politi- 
| cally, at least moat politicians think so; 
|} but now that the chemical and manu- 
| facturing industries are aroused we have 
| some hope of reason penetrating to the 
; Sommittee room. 
| “If we are not to be allowed to help 
jour patients by giving them alcohol 
when they need ft, we shall at least be 
i thankful if the drug manufacturers are 
{permitted to get enough grain aloohol 
for use In making tinctures, fluid ex- 
tracts and other pharmaceutical prep- 
| arations, 

“Perhaps some day when the author 
of this outrageous bill rests in a teeto- 
taler’s grave the oountry will wake to 
the fact that temperance can be pro- 
moted without killing the sick or ruin- 
ing our manufactures. 


4. M. A. Besolution. 

The reference in the editorial to the 
Amorican Medical Association’s “ com- 
edy of four years ago" concerns the 
fact that at its meeting on June 6, 1917, 
after Dr. Charles H. Mayo, the well- 
known surgeon of Rochester, Minn., had 
delivered a strong address in favor of 
prohibition, the House of Delegates of 


the association adopted these resolu- 
tions: 

“ Whereas, We believe that the use of 
alcohol is detrimental to the human 
economy, and 

** Whereas, Its use in therapeutics as 
a tonia stimulant or for food has no 
scientific value; therefore be it 

** Resolved, That the American Medi- 
cal Association {s opposed to the use of 
alcohol as a beverage; and be it further 

‘ Resolved, That the use of alcohol ag 
a therapeutle agent should be further 
discouraged.,"’ 

Commenting. on this action a promi- 
nent physician said: 

‘* These resolutions met with a strong 
minority protest. The action of the 
House of Delegates greatly heartened 
the prohibitionists and was undoubtedly 
a large factor in paving the way to 
prohibition, since the influence of the 
physician in his community is large and 
since it appeared from this action that 
the majority of physicians favored 
prohibition.’’ 

On the other hand, the eight prom- 
inent men who signed the letter quoted 
to the editor of ‘The Journal of the 
American Medical Association are 
utterly opposed to the principle embod- 
fed in the resolutions of the House of 
Délegates; and standing with those 
eight are the 105 men who form the 
Association for the Protection of Con- 
stitutional Rights. One of them declared: 
‘‘It simply means that the best element 
of the medical profession have revolted 
against the Volstead Law_in so far as 
it affects them.” ™ 


Questionnaire Sent Out. 


In omer to set at rest the question as 
to whether or not a referendum of the 
medical profession in the United States 
would confirm the resolutions adopted 
by the House of Delegates of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association condemning 
alcoho} as a therapeutic agent, The Jour- 
nal of the American Medical Associa- 
tion sent a questionnaire in 1921 to 
53,909 physiclans. The method of se- 
lection is thus explained !n The Journal 
of the American Medica) Association: 

** Of these, 48,900 were selected by arbi- 
trarily taking every other name on the 
mailing list of The Journal. In towns 
where there was only one physician, the 
| questionnaire was sent to that physician, 

n addition, the questionnaire was sent 
to 10,000 physicians who were neither 
members of the organization nor sub- 
scribers to The Journal. These names 
wero selected in a similar manner, but 
from the medical directory.” 

The results of this referendum were 
published on Jan. 21, 1922. Here are the 
opening paragraphs of the final report 
as they appear in The Journal]: 


Resulte of Beferendum. 


“ Questionnaires were sent to 653,000 
physicians, representing 87 per cent. of 
the physicians of the United States, and 
81,115, or 58 per cent., were returned. 

“Of physicians indicating form of 
practice, 25,889, or 88 per cent., were 
general practitioners; 2,401 were en- 
gaged in the surgical specialties and 
2,825 im the yron ge ities.

Record of Princeton- Yale Football Games 


The game between the football teams of Princeton and Yale at the 
Palmer Stadium yesterday afternoon was the forty-sixth gridiron clash in 
the long series between the representatives of the two universities, The 
first game was played_in 1873, and Princeton was the victor by 3 goals 
to 0. The second contest occurred after a lapse of two years, and Yale 
was the winner. After the series had been resumed in 1876 it continued 
for forty years without a single interruption until 1916. No games were 
played during the next two years, owing to the World War. The series 
was again resumed in 1919, and a game has been played annually ever 
since. 

Yale is far ahead of Princeton in victories, having won twenty-four 
games, to thirteen for the Tigers. Nine of the annual contests ended with 
tle scores. Twice in the early years of the serics—in 1884 and 1886—Yale 
was leading when play was suspended, but these games went into the 
records as no-score contests,

With all of the coquetry of Carmen, 
Mme. Emma Calvé appeared in a pro- 
gram of songs in Aeolian Hall yester- 
day afternoon. Snapping of fingers, 
wandering eyes, and swinging arms, all 
were a part of the performance. The 
first group of thé program was chosen 
from the compositions of Handel, 
Franck, Lalo, Gretchaninoff, Biget, 
Bruheau and Hahn. Bizet’s “ Seren- 
ade’’ with its spirit of castanets and 
suggestions of them by the fingers of 
the singer was sung with full, rich 
tones. Her voice was at its best in the 
lower and the higher register. 

The second group was made up of 
compositions by Mozart, Rimsky-Kor- 
sakoff, Martini, Marot, Moniuusko, de 
Falla and Alvarez. Her appearance in 
a black mantilla for the de Ealla and 
Alvarez songs was greeted with an out- 
burst of applause. But the expected 
singing of Carmen’s air, ‘* L’ Amour est 
EXnfent de Bohéme,’’ failed to ma- 
terialize. 

At the close of the program the au- 
dience crowded to the front of the audi- 
torlum with shouts for the selection. 
They were not to be satisfied with the 
light Spanish song that she offered in 
its stead and she finally responded to 
their persistency.

YALE ENDOWMENT 
INCREASED $6,985,001 


Total Now $32,662,011—Many 
Gifts Made to Meet Harkness 
Fund Conditions. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 18.—The 
endowment of Yale University was in- 
creased by $6,985,001, bringing the total 
to $36,662,011 in the year ended June 
30 last, according to the réport of the 
University Treasurer, George Parmiy 
Day, given out tonight. An unusually 
large number of gifts to meet the con- 
ditions of the $3,000,000 subscribed to 
the general endowment by Mrs. Stephen 
V. Harkness also were announced. 

Gifts for building and other non-per- 
manent funds .aggreg: ated $1,651,290, 
while gifts to income were $740,442. In- 
cluded in the latter were $185,000 from 
the General Education Board and $30,000 
from the Commonwealth Fund to enable 
the Yale School of Medicine to recon- 
struct two wards in the New Haven 
Hospital and to build laboratories in 
that institution; $70,000 more from the 
Gommonwealth Fund to the Department 
of Surgery and $286,664 through 9,493 
eontributors to the Alumni Fund, the

A cool section of the report summar- 
{zes the work of the Department of U ni- 
versity Health, which gave 2,757 medical 
examinations. 915 orthopedic, and 1,929 
dental examinations, and 9,012 
tations. The Bureau of Appointments

Profit-Sharing System on His Railroad 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Henry Ford 
applied to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission today for authority to put 
into effect on his railroad, the Detroit, 
Toledo & Ironton, a system of profit- 
sharing somewhat similar to that effec- 
tive in his manufacturing plants. 

The commission was asked to approve 
an issue of $1,000,000 in ‘ investment 
certificates,’’ which will be sold to em- 
ployes for cash in denominations of $100, 
$500 and $1,000. These certificates will 
bear no fixed rate of interest, but the 
money received from their sale will be 
invested in the railroad itself or in other 
onterprises, as the management may de- 
cide, and at the end of each year an 
amount ranging up to a Hmit of 25 per 





cent. of the railroad’s net earnings will 
be distributed to the employes holding 
investment certificates. 

No guarantee will be given the em- 
ployes of any definite interest return, 
the application said,

Ashokan Reservoir Stock Is 


Down to 57,000,000,000 
Gallons, Says Official. 


LOW MARK FOR THIS SEASON 


Billion Gallons Used in New York 
Every Three Days—Croton Gives 
100,000,000 Dally. 


The water in Ashokan Reservoir, main 
source of supply for New York City, 
was reported yesterday at the Depart- 


ment of Water Supply, Gag and Elec-| 


tricity to be at the lowest point at this 
time of year since the reservoir was 
finished and put into operation in 1917. 
Old stone walls that marked the boun- 
darles of once flourishing farms, old 
roads and other relics of human habita- 
tion before the flood behind Ashokan 
Dam was let loose, are again coming to 
view as the great body of water slowly 
recedes. 


The fact that the biggest reservoir of | 


the New York City water supply now 
holds less than half its capacity of 
water is attributed by Willlam W. 
Brush, Chief Engineer of the depart- 


ment, to the prolonged drought at the} 


end of Summer and the beginning of 
Fall. According to Mr. Brush, the ob- 
servations made for the department 


show that there are only 57,000,000,000 | 


gallons of water in the reservoir, which 
has a capacity for 130,000,000,000. The 
Ashokan water, acording to Mr. Brush, 
is being used at the rate of 1,000,000,000 
gallons every three days. 

It is possible, tn the event of a Win- 
ter of light precipitation, that the city 
would find itself facing a formidable 
task {n supplying its inhabitants with 
water next Spring, according to Mr. 
Brush. He suggested that if the 
Ashokan supply were not replenished 
during the next four or five months 
the department would have to actively 
resume pumping at all its reserve plans 
in Brooklyn and tap the waters 


now.

TO HEAR COMMUTERS 
ON WADING RIVER LINE 


Public Service Commission Will 
Begin Inquiry Upon Complaint 
of Long Island Patrons. 


On Wednesday the Publiie Service 
Commission will begin an inguiry into 
the service furnished by the Long Isiang 
Railroad Company on ita Wading River 
branch. The inquiry is the response, 
long delayed, of numerous complaints 
of patrons of the company. During the 
journeyings of the trains within the 
comparatively short distances on this 
branch, delays of from ten minutes to 
half an hour or more are of frequent 
occurrence, according to those crying for 
better service.

It was not through curiosity, as in 


the old legend, that Kemal Pasha 
opened his Pandora box and let loose 
upon the world the aurprises which the 
Grand Parliament of Angora had stored 
therein. He already knew the contents, 
and his uncovering was a characteristie 
Turkish gesture, dramatic bec of 
Vanity and victory. The repudiation of 
the capitulations, which for over a cen- 
tury had made it possible for the Oc- 
cidental to live and do business in Tur- 
key, struck the foreigners most vitally 
interested with consternation. Hence 
this subject has already been pretty well 
explained in the press. The whole in- 
tent of the repudiation may be summed 
up in a single phrase: It is utterly im- 
possible for a non-Moslem to obtain 
justice in a Turkish court, cither as de- 
fendant, litigant, or prosecutor, 
simple reason that Islamic justice is 
based on the Koran, which condemns or 
disqualifies the non-Moslem a_ priori. 

But concerning the remalning con- 
tents of tke box there has been little 
said, or that little has bately suggested 
their evil character. The Greek Church 
is to be reorganized under Turkish- 
foslem auspices, which virtually means 
ts annihilation throughout the jurisdic- 
tion of the Angora Parllament. The 
Caliphate is to be \separated from the 
Sultanate at Stamboul, the latter being 
abolished and the former to be filled 
by Angora from among the most worthy 
of the dethroned dynasty. The Council 
of the Debt is to be abolished, the Im- 
Pertal Ottoman Bank made into a Tufk- 
sh institution, and thé national debt 
itself probably repudiated.

Church had obtained from the Caliph 
Omar over eight centuries before, but 
granting new ones, which havé survived 
and prevailed until this day: These were 
recognition of the Patriarch as the head 
of the Greek ecclesiastical community 
within the Turkish temporal State, re- 
ligious freedom and civil freedom in so 
far as church property, marriage, di- 
vorce, and inheritance were concerned; 
the right to maintain not only church 
buildings, but also schools, hospitals and 
other educational and charitable insti- 
tutions; the use of Greek in all these in- 
etitutions. 

When the Patriachate became identl- 
fied with Constantinople these privileges 
were reaffirmed and extended by suc- 
cessive Sultans until they finally came 
to include commercial and industrial 
enterprises. By the original treaty and 
by successive firmans the Sultan had 
the right to veto the election of the 
Patriarch chosen by the Ecumenical 
Council. But there is no record 
ever having done s60, probably bécause 
the rise of the Orthodox Communion in 
Russia and its adoption there as the 
State religion caused him to refrain, But 
now Turkey has no fear of Russia—quite 
the contrary—and so, at the first oppor- 
tunity, has followed Russfa’s lead and 
outlawed the Greek Church. 

For the substitution of what is to be 
called the Turkish Orthodox Church for 
the Greek Orthodox Church means 
nothing else. The supression of the 
@ncient authority of the Ecumenical 
Patriarch throughout Anatolia, which 
might have been considered a war 
measure, becomes a measure of annihila- 
tion when introduced into the Constanti- 
nople, Chatalja, and Adrianople vilayets 
(Constantinople and Thrace). In the fu- 
ture throughout the Turkish Nation the 
Gaeeek liturgy, having been edited 
the Sheik-ul-Islam will be imparted, not 
fn the Greek, but in the Turkish lan- 
guage, which is also to be the language 
taught in the parochial schools. Finally, 
all the officers of the new Turkish |

Orthodox Churches.’’ Will the ‘ Chris- 
tian’’ powers at .Lausanne have suf- 
ficient courage to save the Greek Church 
in Turkey? Possibly, alshough. after 
making efforts to put back into the 
Pandora box the things which seemingly 
more vitally affect them, they may not 
consider it worth while, or they may

RUSSIA IMPROVING, 
DR. BOGEN ASSERTS 


Return to Seoul Industrial and

The return of Russia to normal in- 
dustrial and trade conditions has already 
in the opinion of Dr. Boris D. 
Bogen, who has just returned from that } 
country where he served for eight! 
monthe as the representative of the 
Jewish Joint Distribution 
Committee with the American Relief Ad- 
ministration. 

“When we arrived in Moscow last 
March,’’ said Dr. Bogen, ‘‘ there was as 
yet no sign of commercial life. The only 
stores Open were the food stores, and s0 


small was the faith of theepeople, that 
it was a very usual sight to see the 
owners of the stores carting their pro- 
visions home every evening, as a pro- 
tection. against robberies. Now this has 
stopped, and not only food stores but 
clothing and jewelry establishments are 
kept open With no fear of burglars, The 
city now looks like a great commercial 
centre. Sspecially the food stores of the 
Moscow Consumers’ League are very 
active, keeping open until midnight and | 
always crowued, 

“The revival is elso noticeable in the 
government withdrawal of support from 
the public utilities—such as railways and 
street cars—leaving them entirely to 
their support.”’ 

Regarding the housing problem, Dr. 
Bogen said: ‘* The population of Moscow, 
which can house three-quarters of a mil- 
lion people, is now two million, But here, 
too, a great rebuilding is going on.

THE FALL OF LLOYD GEORGE. 


At this remove from the British gen- 
eral election, and from the political in- 
trigues which forced it so suddenly, we 
are able to see more clearly than we 
could at the time what led to the undoing 
of Mr. Lioyp Greorce. His position a 
month ago seemed fairly secure. it is 
true that the fiasco of his Greek policy 
and the danger which the victory of the 
Turkish Nationalists seemed to create 
had led to almost unexampled denuncia- 
tion of the Prime Minister throughout 
England. But though his popularity 
geemed to be waning, at least tempora- 
rily, the political safeguards with which 
he had surrounded himself appeared to 
be adequate. He had made shrewd and 
apparently trustworthy arrangements. 
He had a perfect understanding with 
the chief leaders of the Conservative 
Party. 
CHAMBERLAIN and Lord BIRKENHEAD and 
Lord BALFouR were prepared to go to all 
lengths in standing by the Coalition 
Government, and in holding the Conserv- 
ative Party ready to go into the general 
election with a gentlemen’s understand- 
ing with Mr. Luoyp Grorce’s Liberal fol- 
lowers, he could not be blamed for feel- 
ing that he had made assurance doubly 
sure and taken a bond of fate. 

What he did not foresee, what none of 
the political wise men foresaw, was a 


revolution within the Conservative Party | 


against its own leaders. There were ob- 
scure rumblings indicating it at some 
distant date, perhaps, but no one thought 
it would break, like the explosion of a 
bomb, at the historic meeting in the 
Carlton Club. There the rank and file 
rose to depose the commanders. When 
he saw how the riot, or revolt, was 
going, Mr. Bonar LAw at the last mo- 
ment stepped in to do to Mr. Lioyp 
GEORCE substantially what the latter had 
done to Mr.. ASQUITH in 1916. 
Mr. Luoyp GEORGE perceived that what 
he had thought to be a well buttressed 
political edifice was nothing but a house 
of cards. It instantly fell in a heap. 
His Government was at once destroyed 
and nothing was left for him but to 
’ resign. 
The stroke fell so unexpectedly that it 
is not strange that the subsequent course 
of Mr. Luoyp GEORGE has seemed con- 
fused and uncertain. His political reck- 
onings had been violently thrown out. 
He talked valiantly, to be sure, about 
still having his good sword in his hand, 
but all through the electoral campaign 
he seemed to be in grave doubt upon 
whose head to use it. He could not at- 
tack the announced policy of Mr. BONAR 
Law, because it was substantially the 
game as his own. He had gone too far 
in assaults upon the Labor Party to 
geek, at so early a date, to ally himself 
with it or to acquire its leadership. That 
may come later, if he retains his health 
and vigor and zest for political life. 
‘About. the only enemy upon whom he 
could fall with gusto was Mr. ASQUITH 
and the Independent Liberals. Yet he 
had the mortification of seeing Mr. As- 
QUITH lead back to the House of Com- 
mons more members than he himself 
could muster under his personal ban- 
mer. The contemptuous epithet “ Wee 
Frees” will now have to be applied to 
Mr. Lioyp Georce’s remnant, if to any 
group at all, in Parliament. 
By some the result of the British gen- 
eral elections is described as an aston- 
ishing political upheaval. To a calmer 
view it appears as merely revealing Eng- 
Jand very much as she has long been. 
Her essential steadiness and conserva- 
tism have simply reasserted themselves 
fn a somewhat striking fashion. The 
.. English at heart distrust brilliant and 

ywersatile leaders. Such men may be 
welcomed and made use of in great na- 
‘tional emergencies, but the type of ruler 
idesired in ordinary times is the man 
without too dangerous a gift of imagina- 
ition, of solid rather than showy charac- 
iter, and free from political restlessness. 
It is for a Government of that general 
mature that the English have now shown 


their preference.

be, disquieted by the great access of 
power which the Labor Party has seem- 
ingly won. In thé first place, many Par- 
liamentary seats were snatched by the 
Labor Party owing to the numerous 
three-cornered contests. Several of their 
candidates slipped in by a plurality vote. 
Furthermore, the actual political effect 
of the doubling of the Labor Party’s 
membership in the House of Commons is 
not likely to prove so upsetting as some 
fear. A number of university professors 
and economists and professional men 
were elected as Labor members with- 
out in the least implying that they ad- 
here to the whole program of the trade 
unions. When they are spoken of as 
“radicals,” it must be remembered that 
this word has a political significance 
in England very different from that 
commonly given it in this country. An 
English Radical may be only a sort of 
advanced Liberal. So that what we may 
have in the making is a new party of 
the Left in England, with the function 
of opposing and perhaps finally expel- 
ling from power the Conservative Gov- 
ernment. For the leadership of such a 
party: Mr. LLoyp Grorce has unequaled 
talents, and his future career, if he de- 
cides to remain in public life, will almost 
surely lie in the endeavor to rally and 
command a body of adherents in sym- 
pathy with what he himself calls his 
own intense “democratic bent.” 


REAL COLLEGE STUDENTS 


The historian of social manners will 
probably record a decline within the last 
generation in the dominant tone of the 
student body of the American college. 
The bareness and austerity of academic 
existence as pictured by Donatp G. 
MITCHELL are now remote. Even Facul- 
ties have not been wholly immune to the 
infection of prosperity. The modest and 
almost self-depreciatory air which BRYCE 
noted in his chapter on American univer- 
sities has disappeared. Plethoric endow- 
ments and prodigious enrolments are 
vaunted. Even the less fortunate col- 
leges in the race for money and men 
have their own pathetic sources of pride. 
A foreign scholar was recently congrat- 
ulating the head of a small rural college 
upon the quiet charm of its detached lo- 
cation, only to be told that in proportion 
of campus area to the number of its stu- 
dents it stood first of all institutions in 
the United States. 

The point of view of the student body 
has also changed. Even in the Western 


State universities a college course has ! 
come to be regarded largely as affording 


primarily an opportunity for an enjoy- 
able and leisurely residence and for so- 
cial advantages. College authorities are 
compelled to resort to strange sumptuary 
regulations. °The old codes which for- 
bade the keeping of dog or gun in the 
student’s room are replaced by prohibi- 


tions upon the student’s bringing his own | 


automobile within the classic shades. 
The lone commencement “prom” has 
been enlarged into a series of house par- 
ties and hops which the collegiate rulers 
have had to restrict and even--police. 
The ocean of frivolity has gained ad- 
vantage on the shore of the curriculum. 


Perhaps a reaction long overdue may 
shortly manifest itself. To be most effi- 
cacious it ought to originate among the 
students themselves, and no one who 
knows the pervasive but latent idealism 
of our college ‘boys can doubt that, once 
the movement started, it would spread 
rapidly. Why should not something like 
an Oxford movement sweep the present 
academic generation? It would certainly 
not run along theological lines, like its 
British precursor, but might be a return 
to standards of intellectual seriousness. 
It would make the pursuit of knowledge 
actually come first in the life of the stu- 
dent, and a man’s rating in the esteem 
of his fellows would rest upon the per- 
sistency with which he fought toward 
that goal. It would automatically solve 
the problem of too many students going 
to college. It is possible that the aca- 
demic Samurai might soon, be able to 
dominate the college world, if they would 
but attempt it. 


ECONOMIC EDUCATION. 


In a book recently published by Mr. 
LOREE, widely known in connection with 
two leading railways, he suggests the 
cost of educating those who think that 
they are wise in their own affairs. He 
says that it costs the railways $5,000 to 
educate an engineman and $1,000,000 to 
educate a general manager. In a big 
terminal the difference between the value 
of the services of a good yardmaster and 
& poor one may equal the President’s 
salary. Therefore it is economy not to 
save wages by underpaying good men, 
or by letting good men go for the sake 
of getting cheaper help. 


The book is professional, but it sug- 
gests similar political reflections. What 
is the cost to the country of educating 
the farmers and other shippers out of 
the notion that. they want cheap rates 
rather than good service by the rail!- 
ways, and that the way to better rail- 
way service is to reduce the earnings of 
railways which are working harder and 
more efficiently than ever, and already 
more cheaply than any other railways in 
the world? What is the cost to the coun- 
try of educating an Interstate Commerce 
Commission? What is the loss to the 
country through the election of Con- 
gressmen so incapable of learning by 
events that they cannot pass laws which 
do not need revision as soon as passed? 
In connection with railway affairs the 
record shows that the coming session will 
consider proposals to amend the Trans- 
portation act so as to compel the con- 
solidation of railways which the law has 
hitherto forbidden, and to sharpen the 
teeth of the labor sections, although that 
idea was abandoned for good reason 
when the law was passed. 

The cost of conducting the nation’s 
school of economics is excessive because 
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of the scholars’ failure to perceive that 
they pay the fees of tuition, which they 
think are paid by somebody else. If 
Congressmen could be taught that they 
pay the cost of «passing bad railway 
laws by popular repudiation, there 


! would be a reduction of the cost to the 


country by suffering under bad laws. 
The panic of 1907 was the price of tardi- 
ness in discovering the badness of our 
banking laws, but it was worth the price 
of securing their amendment. The coun- 
try’s shortage of railway facilities is 
very costly, but it will be less lamented 
if it results in making the railways more 
robust in their credit and teaching that 
their ability to function as desired is 
not consistent with a diet to the point 
of starvation. The cost of experience 
as a teacher of economics is too high to 
be wasted. 


CAT AND DOG LATIN. 


The Academia Pro Interlingua, found- 
ed at Turin in 1887 and interrupted by 
the war, is agairf resurgent, and sends 
a circular to its members. The Academy 
is a model of interlingual tolerance and 
welcomes the friends of every form of 
international tongue from Volapiik to Ro. 
To venerable college graduates still, able 
to spell out their Latin Readers is of- 
fered this engaging lesson in or speci- 
men of a pretty purely Latin Inter- 
lingua: 

In uno restaurante de Sina, puero servi 
ad domino de Europa plato de carne, que 
domino puta ex cato. Domino, que ignora 
Iingua de Sina, demanda in Bsperanto: 
** Chiu estas tlio? (quod es hoc?)"’ Puero, 
que cognosce Volaptik, responde: ‘‘ No 
kapalob (me non intellige).’’ Tunc*domino 
demanda: ‘‘Miau? Miau?’ Puero 
sponde: ‘‘ Bau bau.” Es carne de cane. 
This fable ought to be intelligible to 

persons who have some scraps of Latin 
still left in their scrips; but it is to be 
wished that the intrusive barbarous 
“kapalob” had been left out. It had 
to be interpreted for the benefit of the 
beginner. How far Frenchmen, Span- 
iards, Italians, Portuguese will recognize 
these testaments from the common Latin 
mother may be doubted; and in practical 
use these anecdotes are not very helpful. 
Not with feline and canine Latin could 
most of us, no matter how much our 
memories treasure the learning of the 
Latin Reader, ask when and where to 
take a “tram” or successfully negotiate 
the purchase of a trousers belt. Still, 
Interlingua gives its users a large op- 
tion. It admits every word common to 
English, German, French, Italian, Span- 
ish, Portuguese, and every 
Latin word in the English etymological 
vocabulary. Wouldn’t a Russian who 
has no Latin find himself somewhat 
helpless, even with all the hospitable 
promises of Interlingua? No matter. It 
is a moral consolation to be penetrated 
thoroughly and sympathetically by the 
simplicity of the restaurant anecdote, 
which we take pleasure in submitting to 
our Latinists.

With all its relapses, New York is a 
better as well as a bigger town. The 
young ladies’ seminary where M. CLEMEN- 
CEAU taught our grandmothers is now an 
apartment house. The building where 
he lived and practiced medicine—if one 
could believe the real estate agent who 
used to rent its studio apartments—has 
been torn down to make room for a 
movie theatre. What does that matter? 
M. CLEMENCEAU will be a part of his- 
tory when the movie industry is as dead 
as the Roman mimes. Perhaps he can 
give Dr. COPELAND some pointers on the 
physician in politics. He gives us all a 
heartening example of the Man in politics. 


THE ALLIES’ ARMISTICE. 


In an article upon the armistices in 
The American Journal of International 
Law, Major Gen. TASKER H. BLIss, the 
American military representative with 
the Supreme War Council, is at great 
pains to prove that the armistice imposed 
upon Germany was not initiated or even 
proposed by the United States. General 
Buiss, who has never concealed his opin- 
ion that the terms were too moderate, 
seems to have been provoked by reports 
that the United States, in “a desire to 
“rob the Allies of the ‘fruits of the 
“common victory,” had insisted upon the 
conclusion of hostilities. “At various 
times,” says the General, “this idea has 
“been inculcated in varioug quarters, 
“sometimes in ignorance, generally in 
“malice.” As an expression of it he 
quotes that much discussed passage of a 
repudiated interview with Rupyarp Kip- 
LING, whom he calls, without naming 
him, “a distinguished member of the 
literary world”: “ America had forced 
“the Allies into making peace at the 
“first opportunity instead of insisting 
“upon finishing in Berlin. America quit 
“the day of the armistice without wait- 
“ing to see the thing through.” Of these 
statements General BLISS says, while ac- 
cepting Mr. KIPLING’s denial, that “‘ they 
“are the exact charges notoriously and 
“frequently made by many writers and 
“ speakers.” 

Of their responsibility nothing is said, 
but he proceeds to demolish the charges. 
No one now seriously believes, in Europe 
or elsewhere, that the United States 
Government coerced the Allies into mak- 
“instead of insisting upon fin- 
ishing in Berlin.” The American Army, 
which had not been worn down by years 
of war, but was physically fresh and ag- 
gressive, did want to continue the eam- 
paign, cut the Germans’ line of retreat, 
compel the surrender of their army and 
march to Berlin. The United States Gov- 
ernment, after replying to a series of 
German notes suing for peace, referred 
the matter to the Governments of our 
allies. “If those Governments,” said 
Mr. WILSON in his note of Oct. 23, 1918, 
“are disposed to effect peace upon the 

terms and principles indicated, their 

military advisers and the military ad- 

visers of the United States should be 

asked to submit * * * the neces- 

sary terms of such an armistice as will 

fully protect the interests of the peo- 
“ples involved.” Here was no dictation, 
but a diplomatic suggestion in guarded 
language, as General BLIss points out. 
He says: 

Probably most people believe that the 
first consideration by the European Allies 
of armistice terms as preliminary to peace 
was given after the communication of the 
United States note of Oct. 23, 1918. 

That was not the case, as he proceeds 
to show. When the first German note 
was dispatched to Washington, early in 
Octover, the Prime Ministers of Great 
Britain, I'rance and Italy met in Paris 
and “ agreed upon certain principles for 
the basis of an armistice.” 
representatives of the Allies and the 
United States were asked to meet to con- 
sider these principles. General Buss de- 
clined, on the ground that “a German 
“note on this subject was then pending 
“before the Government at Washing- 
“ton.” ‘The other military representa- 


tives attended, and a document of terms | 


was drawn up by them and submitted 
to the three Prime Ministers. “ This 
document,” says General Buiss, “ was at 
once cabled in extenso to WastHington.” 
The American military representative 


was asked to reconsider his decision and |

taken because “it was apprehended that 
“some committal might be made adverse

Later General Briss was asked to sub- 
mit his own views to the Council of 
Ministers. He complied, criticising vig- 
orously the proposed terms of an armi-

other things, they left the Germans 
“with some of their artillery and one- 
“half of their-machine guns, while per- 
“ mitting them to take up strategic fron- 
“tiers east of the Rhine.” 

There were some calculated changes 
in the final document, of which General 
BLiss never fully approved. “The one 
great error in the armistice,” he sub- 
mits, “as now admitted by thinking 
“men generally in Europe, was in the 
“failure to demand complete surrender 
“with resulting disarmament and demo- 
“bilization.” He asserts that “the ar- 
“ mistice was made because all the allied 
“world wanted it, and for no other 
“reason.” That is true, but Focu and 
Hala, in the conference at Senlis on Oct. 
25, agreed that the terms must not be so 
drastic that the Germans would decide 
to continue the war, which the French 
and British armies were not prepared to 
do; and they maintained that the Ger- 
mans, knowing that they were beaten, 
would not later on renew the war. 


“THE CLASHING ISLANDS.” 


The rocky islets which stood in Greek 
legends at the entrance to the Black Sea 
have grown to continents. They were 
called the Planetae, the “wandering” 
rocks, or, more frequently, the Sympleg- 
ades, the “clashing” rocks. Mariners 
who ventured up the Straits and who 
would go into the “ Friendless Waters ” 
beyond were ever in terror of these rocks 
that seemed to rise up and strike each 
other and were ready to crush whatever 
was caught between them. 

When Jason and his Argonauts were 
in search of the golden fleece, they 
paused in Thrace to consult the sage as 
to how they might safely pass this clash- 
ing gate. Taking his advice, they let go 
a dove, which made its way safely be- 
tween the islands with the loss of only a 
few tail feathers, and then they fol- 
lowed with all possible speed, and so 
passed safely through, the rocks barely 
grazing the stern of the boat. 

Europe and Asia now stand on either 
side ef the Straits, whose freedom the 
whole world desires for its commerce in 
food and raw materials and manufac- 
tures, the golden fleece of today. Can- 
not the American eagle play the part 
of the dove in the legend, to keep these 
continents from crushing not only com- 
merce but untold lives? Even our “ ob- 
servers’ perhaps can serve this useful 
purpose of divining the way for those 
who must negotiate this difficult pas- 
sage. Such a service would be worth our 
venturing, even if we lost a few tail 
feathers. 


ONE CENSOR LESS. 

The proposed law for movie censor- 
ship in Massachusetts, which not so 
long ago seemed likely to be passed more 
or less by default, was rejected by the 
voters on Nov. 7 by a majority of five 
to two. The vote cast against it, 545,000, 
was the largest ever turned out in 
Massachusetts for or against any issue— 
mere issues notoriously having less in- 
terest than candidates. But Massachu- 
setts was interested in this particular 
issue, and the result is a highly encour- 
aging setback for the inspired law- 
givers who hand down stipulations as 
to what the public may or may not see. 

This victory for the liberties which 
our ancestors cherished, but which 
present-day Americans sometimes seem 
willing to resign to any well organized 
clique, was due to the fact that the 
moving picture representatives took the 
trouble to argue with the voters and tell 
them what was what. There are already 
plenty of laws for the punishment of 
indecency, in the pictures or anywhere 
else. Judges ahd juries do not always 
construe them so vindictively as the 
Sumners would like, but nobody can get 
very much excited about that. So far as 
the movies are concerned they are 
trying to do their own housecleaning, 
and succeeding fairly well. Only the 
other day it was announced that one of 
the largest producers had thrown away 
three pictures, finished but never dis- 
tributed, by Fatty ARBUCKLE, which rep- 
resented an investment of half a mil- 
lion and possible profits of three or 
four times that sum. Of course, the 
chief fault of the movies, an excess of 
bone in the head, is hard to reach; but 
it certainly cannot be reached by censor- 
ship, for censors have outdone even the 
wildest stupidities of directors. 

The result in Massachusetts was due 
in some part to the experience of cen- 
sorship in New York and Pennsylvania. 
Of our local censors, it may at least be 
said that they have been less absur'] 
than their neighbors of Pennsylvania, 
but their effort to keep the public from 
finding out what changes they made, 
and why, was an offense more serious 
than any of the changes themselves. 
That’s for remembrance; apparently our 
Censorship law will be repealed by the 
next Legislature, and it will leave behind 
it no fragrant memories except those of 
comfortable jobs for the Republican 
faithful. 

Movie censorship was only a minor 
issue in the New York election, but it 
doubtless turned some votes. The ver- 
dict in Massachusetts was plain and 
decisive. It could be repeated, prob- 
ably, in other States if the public were 
aroused, as it was in Massachusetts, to

Victory has its drawbacks. Hearing the 
whoops of joy set up by old-fashioned. Jeffer- 
sonian Democrats after the election, Claude 
Kitchin poked his head out of his retreat at 
Scotland Neck, N. C., and announced that 
he was thinking of coming back to Wash- 
ington to give the country another dose of 
his justly famous brand of leadership. 

It was The Kansas City Star which sum- 
marized the election as a triumph of the 
hell-raisers. Now comes The Portland Ore- 
gonian with a word of counsel to Mr. Pierce, 
the Governor-elect of Oregon. ‘‘ No mere 
hell-raising will get him or the taxpayers 
anywhere."’ That is a sweetly solemn thought 
which quite a number of victorious and 
elated gentlemen ought to take to heart. 

That most entertaining of erroneous maga- 
zines, The Freeman, committed an astonish- 
ing lapse last week. One of its writers re- 
ferred to the fundamental common sense and 
humor of the great public, which was sure 
to triumph in the long run—a mouthing of 
bourgeois morality that fits one of Sinclair 
Lewis's rotarian heroes better than The 
Freeman. Complete and uncompromising 
pessimism has hitherto been that magazine's 
most engaging quality; but its editors are 
adherents of a dogmatic religion, and out- 
side its permitted limits they cannot go. 

Consequently, it seems, they must postu- 
late a ‘‘ natural man’”’ who contained all the 
virtues and none of the vices until he was 
corrupted by an outside agency. Back to 
the eighteenth century—back to Genesis, for 
that matter—a curious reversion for a for- 
ward-looking magazine. The devil who 
ruined this innocent creature, in the eyes of 
the editors of The Freeman, was monopoly 
in natural resources; and they hate the 
devil so much that they must idealize his 
victim, even if it means shutting their eyes

On second thought, they also deserve com- 
mendation for their prudent choice of a re- 
ligion. Their gospel is the Single Tax, some- 
thing that is in no danger whatever of be- 
coming a practical issue. The early Chris- 
tians made the blunder of expecting an im- 
mediate return of their Lord, and had the 
onerous responsibility of making their lives 
correspond to their expectation of imminent 
judgment. Later the Church ‘postponed the 
second coming, and there was more latitude 
in conduct which was not to be submitted 
to judgment until a time, times and a half 
had been fulfilled. The editors of The Free- 
man need not fear the fate that has befallen 
the Russian Communists, of having a chance 
to put their creed into practice. 


Edward Bok wants the W. C. T. U. to 
abandon the word “ prohibition.’’ It is, he 
says, an un-American word, and conse- 
quently, one must suppose, unpopular. But 
Mr. Bok said nothing against continuing the 
crusade for prohibition under a more pal- 
atable name; there is nothing un-American 
about that. 


Harvard men have been talking, more or 
less openly, about dropping Princeton off the 
schedule. There is said to have been bad 
feeling between the players in recent games. 
In the old heroic days of football that was 
no reason for dropping a team from the 
schedule; if somebody walked on your face 
last year, you insisted on having a chance 
to walk on his face this year. Obviously, 
Harvard can't drop Princeton now, having 


lost the last two games; nor can she do it if | 


she wins next year, for in some sports there 
is an ethical stigma attached to quitting 
when you are winner. 

The Harvard Crimson properly re- 
bukes this loose talk, of which has 
come from respectable sources, and reminds 
both universities of the responsibility resting 
on those institutions which so largely set the 
ideals of collegiate sport. How far the thing 
had gone before this salutary check may be 
gathered from the fact that Harvard men 
had been talking of the ‘ disadvantageous 
schedule.’’ Harvard meets Princeton, while 
Yale plays a weak team. The next Saturday 
Yale meets the battered Princetonians, while 
Harvard plays a weak team. And, finally, 
Harvard, with a recuperated team, meets 
Yale weakened by the Princeton battle. To 
talk about a disadvantage to Harvard in that 
implies that it is unfair to expect Harvard to 
meet Princeton and Yale in the same year.

| ROBBING THE PUEBLO INDIANS. 


Taking From Them the Lands That They 
Have Rescued From the Desert. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

‘“*One of our most precious possessions—w6 
should keep it tenderly and proudly.”” Em 
these words Theodore Roosevelt character- 
ized the arts of life and beauty created out 
of the painted deserts of the Southwest by 
the Pueblo Indians and our duty toward 
them. It was at Walpi. We had seen the 
Antelope Race and had watched old Nampeyo 
paint magic on pots and at that moment 
wefe filled with the immemorial drama of 
the Snake Dance. These ceremonial prayers 
for rain—to a desert people water means life 
—had struck a chilling note of unescapable 
sincerity in the heart of the most frivolous 
observer. And now, after centuries of strug- 
gle and survival, the end of this beautiful 
and stimulating Indian life is in sight, at 
least in the State of New Mexico, for white 
men who vote want the pitiful trickles of 
water and the slender strips of irrigated 
greenness which the Indians cultivated. 

The ‘Bursum Indian Land bill (Senate bill 
3855), which slipped through the Sengta, 
should not be allowed to pass the House for 
reasons, first, of common justice to wards -of 
the nation; second, of material advantages to 
New Mexico and the entire Southwest. The 
reasons of material advantage; which I wish 
to stress, are vastly more important than the 
small parcels of Indian lands involved. ; 

So many portions of this bill are iniquitous 
that amendments are impossible, but critical 
attention should be focused upon Section 8, 
which plans to give a clean title to recent 
trespassers upon Indian lands, and this means 
trespassers upon the scanty water supply and 
small acreage under irrigation, not upon the 
open range. Outwardly, this section gives 
clean title to persons and corporations oc- 
cupying Indian lands who present claims 
running back ten years before June 20, 1910, 
on secondary evidence. But these claims are 
to be accepted at their maximum of recent 
encroachment, according to surveys made in 
1914-1916 in a planned defense of Indian 
rights. Such claimants, ‘“ with or without 
color of title, * * * shall be entitled to a 
decree in their favor for the whole of the 
lands so claimed and the District Court shall 
in its decree segregate the said land from the 
said Pueblo grant. * * *”’ 

It is true that an arrangement is suggested 
to give lieu lands to the Indians from other 
parts of the public domain or to recompensa- 
tion in cash. But it is well known that there 
are no open public lands containing water, 
and it is also well known that the money 
paid to the Indians and disbursed through the 
Indian Office would be no adequate return 
for the loss of a means of livelihood through 
agriculture. It is notorious that practically 
no water is now allowed to reach the Indian 
fields in several villages near Santa F6, be- 
ing drawn from the upper courses of the 
streams in spite of prior rights of the Indian 
villages. Starvation and disease have cut 
down the population, but the diminution of 
usable lands has more than kept pace with 
the decrease in population. The San Juan 
Pueblo Grant, for instance, is 17,000 acres, of 
which 4,000 are irrigable; of this last amount 
3,142 acres are in the hands of -adverse 
claimants and only 588 acres left to support 
430 Indians. 

There are a few cases In which the adverse 
claimants have something to be said re 
them and such should be decided on 
their merits. Perhaps the same lieu land and 
recompensation idea could be applied to them 
instead of to the Indians. 3ut most of the 
claims are sheer steal, based upon no higher 
ethics than might makes right. 

Romance is the most valuable commodity 
in the world today. A pale reflection of it 
on moving picture screens makes a vast busi- 
ness. The tale of real emotions to be felt 
draws eager travelers to undertake long 


voyages. Such a fine culture as that of the 
Pueblo Indians, without doubt the most com- 
plete expression of a stimulating group psy- 
chology in arts and ceremonies to be found 
anywhere in America, should be conserved 
with tender care. It is an irreplaceable 
thing. The best crop of the Southwest is 
scenery, and the slogan ‘‘ Our National Play- 
ground ’’ depends for much of its effect upon 
Indian connotation. The Pueblo villages are 
famous: musicians go to study the songs, 
painters to portray the life—and the petty 
produce of the small fields turned into the 
pockets of men who vote will not enrich the 
State or the nation. 

Yet the Bursum Indiana Land bill, which is 
totally iniquitous, passed the Senate. May 
public opinion stop the hand of the lower 
branch of Congress.

FOREIGN EXCHANGE. 


Slight Recessions, Caused by 
Profit-Taking in Principal 
Exchanges. 


The evening up of commitments over 
the week-end caused slight recessions 
in most of the foreign exchanges yester- 
day, with francs again getting below the 
7-cent point and with the lira again be- 
low 4.60 cents. Sterling's range was a 
particularly narrow one and it closed 
one-eighth below the closing price of the 
previous day. 

One of the exceptions to the general 
frregularity was to be found in Dutch 
exchange, which sold up to 39.30, but 
which closed unchanged from the pre- 
vious day. Amsterdam, as some of the 
cities of Switzerland, has become more 
or less of a clearing house for the mid- 
Continental countries, so far as finances 
are concerned, and some of the recent 
drastic movements ‘in this exchange 
undoubtedly have reflected the transfer 
of accumulated balances. 

The South Americans all continued the 
up swing started on Friday, particularly 
Argentina, Brazil and Chile. The fact 
that free and unlimited exchange trans- 
actions are to be permitted in Brazil 
has lent a strong tone to exchanges of 
practically all South American countries.

can Engineering Standards Committeé 
of a standing Committee on Co-opera- 
tion with the Federal Spécifieation 
Board. 

Work carried out under the général 
direction of this committee will give in- 
dustry a better opportunity to partici- 
pate in the development of specifications 
for Government purchases, and it will at 
the same time bring to the Government, 
to a greater degree than has heretofore 
been possible, the talent of the 200 in- 
dustrial-“organizations co-operating iQ 
the work of the American Engineering 
Standards Committee. 

The members of the Committee on Co- 
operation with the Federal Specifications 
Board are: Chairmah, A, H. Hall, As- 
sistant Treasurer and Superintendent of 
Distribution, Central Union Gas Com- 
pany, New York; John A. Capp, Chief 
of the Testing Laboratory, Genéral 
Wlectric Company, Schenectady, and 
Sullivan: W. Jones, Chairmen. of the 
Structural Service Committee, American 
Institute of Architects, 19 West, Forty- 
fourth Street.. New York. 

The appointment of this committee is 
the culmination of conferences between 
Dr. S. W. Stratton, Chairman of the 
Federal Specifications Board, other Gov- 
ernment officials, and repr sentatives of 
industry extending over a period of sev- 
eral months. It is expected that in fu- 
ture editions a large part of the speci- 
fications will go through the regular 
proceduré of the American lngineering 
Standards Committee, in order that the 
industria! and Government specifications 
may be unified, resulting in truly ha- 
tional specifications recognized by indus- 
try and Government allke. 


Scope of Committee’s Work. 


It is the unanimous opinion of the 
Wederal offficials and the officers of the | 
American Engineering Standards Com- 
mittee that this co-operation between) 
manufacturing industries, the Govern- | 
ment and other consumers will résult 


in a widening of the source of supply for} 
all Government requirements and in_im- 
portant economies not only to the Gov- 
ernment but to other consumers of those 

roducts which are also required by 
Government departments. It is expeéeted 
the* these economies will.run into many 
miliions of dollars yearly. This new 
committee was created by the following 
resolution: 

‘In order to assist the Federal Specifi- | 
cations Board in bringing the Govern- 
ment specifications into line with the 
best commercial practice, be it resolved: 

“That the American Engineering 
Standards Committee will use its facili- 
ties and its contacts to obtain for the 
Federal Specifications Board the reac- 
tion of industry to the various Specifica- 
tions which may be submitted; eayaz 

‘“That this be doné through the ofgan- 
zations which speak for the branth of 
{industry concerned in any particular 
specification, and through outstanding 
individuals ; : 

“That the work be carried out under 
the general direction of a small commit- 
tee advisory to the Chairman of the 
American Engineering Standards Com- 
mittee; 

‘That all of the detailed work. on each 
specification be done informally and 
with such minimu:n machinery a8 may 
be determined by the aforesaid comrnit- 
tee in each case; 

“ That the American Egineering |} 
Standards Committee will not concern} 
itself with the details of any of the speco- | 
ifications.’’ 


Plan Will Lewer Cost. 


The Federal Government is one of the 
largest purchasers of industrial pro-| 
ducts, both as to the amount and the 
range of supplies. In the past, each of} 
the various departments and indepen- | 
dent establishments of the Government | 


has had its own specifications upon 
which it purchased its supplies. The 
diversity of the various rovernment | 
epecifications, their departures from 
usual commercial production, and the 
special features frequently required be-| 
came very troublesome to the manufav- | 
turing industries; this remained true to} 
ea large extent until very recently. All| 
..of this increased the cost to the Govern-| 
ment and made more difficult the whoie 
roblem of the procurement of supplies. | 
hese conditions led General.Charles Q. } 
Dawes, as the first Director of the Bud-| 
get, to organize the Federal Specifica- | 
tions Board, the purpose of which Is the! 
unification so far as is feasible of all| 
Government specifications. This board 
has adopted nearly forty specifications | 
end is actively at work on many more, | 
It is the aim of the Federal Specificas | 
tions Board to bring into line with the 
best commercial practice, not only the | 
og ag which are to be approve‘| 
y the board in the future but also} 
- those which have already been approved. 
The latter will be accomplished whén 
the approved specifications come up for | 
review and possible révision. Such re- 
view ig planned at intervals of one year. | 
The specifications which have already 
been submitted by the Federal Speciff- 
cations Board to the- American Bnegi- 
neering Standards Committee under the 
new co-operative arfangement cover tHe 
following: Hose for various . industrial 
purposes, wood screws, sterilizing equip- 
ment, cotton duck, phosphor ‘tin, silicon | 
copper and pig lead. | 
Among the specifications which have 
been officially adopted by the Federal 
Specifications Board for the use of all 
Government departments and which will 
come up for review and possible revision 
within a year are the following: 
Portland cement, linseed oil, raw, re- 
fined and boiled; turpentine, white paint 
and tinted paints made on a white base, 
gemi-paste and ready mixed; iron-oxide 
and ftron-hydroxide paints, volatile 
mineral spirits for thinning. paints;

dry and paste; red lead, dry and paste; 
black paint, semi-paste and ready mixed; 
composite thinner for. thinning semi- 
oye paints (when the use of straight 
inseed ofl is not justified); pneumatic 
tires,/ solid tires and -inner tubes; basic 
ulphate, white lead, dry and paste; 
eaded zinc ovide, dry and paste; 
ochre, \dry and paste; green paint, semi- 
paste and ready mixed; water. resisting 
epar varnish, asphalt varnish, interior 
varnish, liquid paint drier, large incan- 
descent electric lamps, flat interior 
lithopone -paint, white and light tints, 
and lumber.

Wholesale prices of commodities aver- 
@ged higher in October than in the 
month before, according to information 
gathered in representative markets by 
the United States Department of Labor 
through the Bureau of Labor Statistics. 
The changes in the wholesale prices, as 
found, were announced yesterday. Meas- 
ured by the bureau’s weighted index 
number, which includes 404 commodities 
or price series, the increase in the gen- 
eral price level was approximately 
three-quarters of 1 per cent. 

‘“‘Farm products,”’ said the 
ment from the bureau, ‘‘ again sh 
large increases, due to in 
grains, cotton, hay, eggs and hides. In 
this group prices in October averaged 
3% per cent. higher than in September. 
In the group of miscellaneous commodi- 
ties, including such important articles 
bran and mill feed, cottonseed lin- 
seed meal, leather, newsprint and wrap- 
ping paper, malina hemp, jute and rub- | 
ber, the increase was 34 per cent. Food | 
articles advanced 1% per cent, and cloths 
and clothing advanced 2% per cent. in 
average price from September to Octo- 
ber. Building materials and house fur- 
nishing goods showed an increase of ap- 
proximately 1% per cent., while metals 
and metal products increased less than 
i per cent. 

** Continued decreases took place in the 
group of fuel and lighting materials, 
bituminous coal and coke declining rap- | 
idly in the face of increased produc- 
tion.

fabrics. In truth, it may be said that}

bership during the year, and another 
50,000 outside of membership have been 


directly helped through its program. 


The report accounts for the seventy 
years of service of the organization. In 
fifteen dormitories 2,202 beds were used 
809,149 times, and in addition more than 
10,000 men were directed to outside 
rooming places. Meals to the number of 
2,329,106 were furnished in fourteen res- 
taurants. The employment department 
Placed in positions a total of 7,660 men 
and boys. 

The total attendance in the New York 
City Y. M. C. A. buildings was 7,500,- 
000, an average of 20,617 a day. The so- 
cial department conducted 4,183 social 
events, attended by 447,345 persons. 

Over 8,000 of the total membership 


lies between the ages of 12 and 18 years. 
Twenty-one boys’ secretaries are active 
in helping these boys ‘to achieve physical 
fitness, mental growth and moral 
stamina.

Greatly excited, the owner of the 
treasure hustled around with it to 
one of the best-known Balzac ex- 
perts in all Paris. 

** Has this ever been published? “’ 
he inquired breathlessly. 


The expert looked through the 
manuscript. 

*“*I am almost sure that it has 
not,’’ he replied. °** Anyhow, I can 


assure you absolutely of one thing— 
this story is not to be found in any 
of the known editions of Balzac’s 
works.”” 

With that statement to go on, the 
bibliophile knew that he had indeed 
acquired something worth while, the 
kind of thing that most booklovers 
fail to lay hands on in a lifetime of 
book-collecting. He took the manu- 
script of ‘‘ Les Fantaisies de la 
Gina ” to Le Figaro, one of the most 
literary of all French journals. And 
there it has at last been printed. 
more than seventy-five years after 
Balzac wrote it out laboriously with 
his pen, together with an article 
telling all about how it was dis- 
covered, by the lucky owner of the 
Manuscript, M. Georges-Emmanuel 
Lang; a letter vouching for its ap- 
parent authenticity and for the fact 
that it has never before been pub- 
lished, by M. Marcel Bouteron, the 
expert to whom M. Lang went for 
information; and a proud and joy- 
ous flourish of trumpets by M 
Robert de Fliers, French dramatist, 
member of the French Academy, 
and literary editor of Le Figaro 

Though in handwriting, the Balza« 
manuscript has a regular book bind- 
ing, so that it looks, between its 
covers, like an ordinary printed 
book. The binding is purple, with 
gold ornamentation. in the middle 
of the front cover, surrounded by 
gold flourishes, are the initials 
“S$. G."' And, on the first page, 
is this dedication, in the handwrit- 
ing of Balzac ‘ Presented to Mile 
Sophie Grévedon by her very humble 
gervant, de Balzac.” 

'* Les Fantaisies de la Gina” is a 
short story. It is about 3,500 words 
in length. On the opening pages 
the handwriting can be easily read, 
but the author, as he progressed. 
seems to have fallen into a veritable 
fever of literary excitement, which 
communicated itself to the ‘fimgers 
holding the pen. The writing be- 
comes more and more indistinct, 
there are constantly more erasures 
and marginal notes; evidence multi- 
plies that Baizac, in producing the 
story, drove his pen forward in a 
frenzy of excitement and haste. Now

M. Lang has not 
neglected to get on her trail as well 
Sophie Grévedon was the daughter 
of Pierre-Louis Grévedon, an artist, 
well known in his day as a portrait 
painter Among the celebrities who 
sat for him were the famous ac- 
tresses Rachel and Mile. Mars, also 
Madame Malibran, the singer. His 
wife, mother of Sophie, was Marie 
Devin, a popular comédienne, well 
acquainted with Scribe, the drama- 
tist And Sophie's sister was the 
wife of Régnier, a prominent mem- 
ber of the directing board of the 
Comédie Frangaise. Sophie herself 
became the wife of M. Meynadier, 
well-known in his day as a traveler 

M. Lang speculates busily as to 
the reason why Balzac—who was 
not in the habit of making nice lit- 
tle presents—should have had his 
unpublished story about 
done up in purple and gold in order 
ta give it to Sophie Grévedon. 

Was it in order to get into her 
good graces or into those of her 
family? Was it a desire to please 
Sophie’s mother, who knew the 
great Scribe, and was herself an 
actress of repute? Or was the eye 
of the great writer fixed upon 
Sophie's father, who painted such 
famous people as Rachel and Mars 
and Malibran and might well be use- 
ful in many ways? Or was Balzac 
courting the favor of Régnier, 
Sophie Grévedon’s brother-in-law, 
who was in the inmost inner circle 
of the august Comédie Francaise, 
and could, if he would, be extremely 
helpful to one who, like Balzac, 
wrote theatrical - pieces as well as 
novels and short stories?

Commenting propheticaily upon 
Italy’s war on Turkey in 1911, 
chiefly to prevent Germany getting a 
foothold on the Mediterranean, and 
upon the other powers’ failure to at- 
tempt a peaceful adjustment, Mr. 
Straus voiced the following earnest 
warning at the time in an article in 
the Outlook, in which he even enun- 
ciated the ‘* scrap of paper ’”’ peril: 

So far as it opens an era pos- 
sibly of the gravest menace to 
Europe, it is primarily of Euro- 
pean concern; but in so far as the 
provisions of the Peace Treaty are 
disregarded by neutral powers, this 
is a grave moral loss, no less for 
us than for all nations, the mag- 
nitude of which is not lessened, 
but inereased by the fact that 
Christian Italy is making an un- 
provoked war upon a Mohamme- 
dan power. The effort to bring 
about a peiceful adjustment under 
the circumstances is not only a 
moral right, but a right under the 
convention in which Turkey, 


Italy and the United States are 
equally signatories with other 
forty-one nations. 

The international moral damage 
this war entails is the concern of 
all nations. The manner in which 
it was precipitated without first 
having recourse to the enlightened 
methods wf peaceful adjustment, 
combined with the concerted re- 
fusal of European powers to at- 
tempt mediation, will make peace 
treaties wiste paper, and peace 
professions of civilized nations 
sham and hypocrisy.

F any Hterary statistician should 

undertake to compile the facts)

published in almost every civilized 
country in the world, and is still 
appearing, in one form or another, | 
all over the globe. The American 
output is, of course, enormous, and 
it ts steadily increasing. Much of 
it is trivial and none of it, during 
tecent years at least, has added 
much to history. Nevertheless, al 
most every serious study of Lin-| 
coln's life has contributed its mite 
to our knowledge of the man, This 
is largely due to the fact that many 
competent writers have become 
specialists on various phases of Lin- 
coln's career, and their researches 
are minute and exhaustive. Thanks

They 
exhibit a fresh imagination and a

Dowson (E. P. Dutton & Co.), should | 
appeal particularly to smaller chil- | 
dren, for it is told in a simple manncr | 
and with no especial demand on the | 
intellect Another book for very | 
small children is ‘‘Jacinth and Her | 
Fairy Friends,’’ by Nellie M. Pair-| 
pont (W. A. Wilde Company). It} 
is quite simple and introduces a deal | 
of flower lore. ‘* Half-Past Bed-} 
Time,’’ by H. H. Bashford (Hough- | 
ton Mifflin Company), is an excel-| 
lently conceived tale of the adven- |

Giants, magic cloaks and 
swords and all the paraphernalia of 
the time-honored fairy tale abound 
The story is told with some degree 
of literary felicity and should please 
most of its juvenile readers.

Some day my correspondence 
with Mr. Roosevelt will, I hope, 
see the light; but not yet. The 
President’s powers in the matter 
of letter writing, 
serve a special comment. He was 
probably one of the greatest letter 
writers in the matter of quantity 
who ever lived. He was also high 


up in quality. He liked letter 
writing, and he certainly ex- 
pressed himself not only with 


vigor but with ease and distinc- 
tion. If not a faultless writer, he 
wrote well enough for his purpose, 
and showed his largeness and 
fineness of character. Though a 
well-educated man, with a strong 
tradition of culture behind him, 
‘and, further, with a very marked 
love of good literature, he was too 
busy and too practical to find time 
to turn or tune his phrases. * * * 

The essential quality in Roose- 
velt was the spirit of good citizen- 
ship. * * * Others could rival or 
surpass him on the political stage. 
He made good citizenship an art. 
* * © When he talked of national 
honor, he meant something very 
real and definite, and was not 
merely indulging in a rhetorical 
flourish. Good citizenship was 
indeed to Roosevelt a religion, as 
in a rougher and less conscious 
way it was to Cromwell and Lin- 
coin. 


The great love for America and 
the Americans to which Mr. Strachey 
gives expression more than once was 
demonstrated by his services to the 
American newspaper correspondents 
in London after the outbreak of the 
war. Hostilities had not been going 
on more than a couple of weeks be- 
fore a number of editors of London 
newspapers, including Mr. Strachey, 
were summoned to discuss with a 
Minister of the Crown how the Gov- 
ernment should deal with the Amer- 
ican press representatives. Owing to 
the censorship they were unable to 
get news through to their news- 
papers, and were in consequence he- 
coming restive and beginning to talk

Although Mr. Strachey is one of 


the outstanding figures among Brit- 
ish Conservative journalists and a 
determined upholder of the funda- 
mental principles of the party to 
which he belongs, he has always 
been very independent in his sup- 
port. Again, though an avowed 
imperialist, he has opposed with all 
his power the adventurous and pred- 
atory type of expansionist, as ap- 
pears from his relations with Lord 
_ Cromer on the one hand and with 
Cecil Rhodes on the other, the ac- 
count of which in both cases is most 
filuminating. For Cromer, the man 
who ruled Egypt so successfully, Mr. 
Strachey had the greatest admira- 
tion, but for Rhodes, who widened 
the British domain in South Africa, 
an intense dislike, because he ‘‘ be- 
lieved in the policy of the open 
cheque-book’’ and acted on the 
maxim that he never saw an oppo- 
sition he could not buy or break. 
The story Mr. Strachey tells of 
Rhodes’s efforts to corrupt politics in 
Engiand in the interests of a 
“‘shoddy imperialism’’ and, incident- 
ally, to rid himself of the opposition 
of The Spectator, is a contribution 
to history.

The 
remedy does not consist in the 
lessening or weakening of sover- 
eignty by individual States It 
consists in the enlargement of 
their sovereign functions in con- 
cert with and in just relations to 
other States for the administration 
of common interests. It requires 
no surrender of sovereignty for in- 
dividual States to conform their 
policies to the world's common 
needs.

him to a belated and tawdry attempt 
to restore the Western Empire.’’ His 
comment upon the emergence of 
Napoleon on the centre of the stage 
at the end of the Revolution is that 
“unhappily for France and the 
world, a man arose who embodied in 
its intensest form this national ego- 
tism of the French.’’ Of the eight- 
page chapter narrating the develop- 
ment of the United States half is 


given to Abraham Lincoln and his/| 


work in holding together the Union, 
the author accounting this as one of 
the great influences in the course of 
modern history. 

Mr. Welis’s method of writing his- 
tory interpretatively rather than by 
the narration of facts makes it much 
more interesting for the average 
reader and is likely to upset that 
reader's already acquired sense of 
comparative values in past events, 
for the campaigns and incessant 
wars and the achievements by battle 
that the usual historian deals in so 
extensively are curtly passed over 
by Mr. Wells. Nor is he much im- 
pressed by the pomps and powers of 
kings and courts and ruling classes. 
His concern is chiefly with the great 
movements, the deeply rooted ten- 
dencies, the lasting, influential 
achievements of humanity, and 
these are interpreted as he sees 
them. While such a method is al- 
ways entertaining and particularly 
so when it is employed by a man of 
Mr. Wells's strong individuality and 
salient convictions, it is one that de- 
mands unsleeping weariness on the 
part of the reader, for. the possessor 
of emphatic opinions and the convic- 
tion that other people ought to hold 
them, too—which is well known to 
be the case with Mr. Wells—would 
have to be something more than 
mere mortai if he succeeded in not 
seeing events through his particular 


spectacies. If any one holding aj} 


more conservative view of the course 


of history were to write about it un- | 


der equal domination of his own 
viewpoint, Mr. Wells would be the 
first to accuse him of attempting to 
spread propaganda, for that much-

His 
aumming up of the French Revolu- 
tion is that the forces released by 
it ‘*‘ were wasted and finished.” 
There is no intimation of, the new 
and different France that emerged 
frem the Revolution, of the death 
blow it gave to certain elements of 
the ald régime, of the vitality of the 
ideas it had spread through the 
world, that grew stronger every 
year and helped to make over civili- 
gation in a new image. He is still 
more untrustworthy when he writes 
et the results of the recent war and 
the revolution in Russia. 

Because the theory of interna- 
tionalism was not put into effect as 
the outcome of the war he says 
that ‘‘ that conflict, terrible and 
enormous as it was, ended nothing, 
began nothing, settled nothing.’’ A 
little later he admits that it ‘‘ lifted 
the threat of German imperialism 
from Europe and shattered the im- 
perialism of Russia,’’ and that ‘‘ it 
cleared away a number of mon- 
archies.'’ But for him all this 
means nothing, nor does it mean 
anything that the thoughts of great 
masses of men were turned into new 
channels and that they began to en- 
visage a new responsibility among

is so blinded by his devotion to the 
idea of an internationalism that 
would sweep away national boun- 
daries and national ideas that this 
“ multitude of flags” is all he can 
see ag the outcome of the war.

| prejudiced and untrustworthy. He 
thinks that at the present tim 
“the problem would be a clearer 
one if the League did not exist,’’ 
because then there would be fewer | 
obstacles in the way of making in- | 
ternationalism effective. 

A curious feature of the work is 
Mr. Wells's almost complete oblivi- 
ousness to the development of moral 
ideas In the course of the history of 
civilization. His blindness to this | 
important factor is perhaps signifi- | 
cant of the pall of materialism that | 
thickly envelops most of the British 
literature of the present time and 
which the younger American authors 
j;are striving hard to transplant inj 
our own more hopeful clime. His 
obtuseness in that respect makes a 
serious flaw in his attempt to pic-| 
ture in panoramic style the whole | 
history of mankind. He tells of the} 
birth and growth of religions; he is | 
chiefly interested in the teachings of | 
Jesus in their political and economic 
implications; he sees in the crusades 
the stirrings of the idea of democ- | 
racy; he sees in the invention and 
development of the machine, the 
‘* mechanical revolution '’ as some- 
thing distinct from the ‘‘ industrial | 
revolution,’’ a new thing in human 
experience which has had already a/} 
profound influence—and he thinks a 
beneficent influence—upon human 
destinies and is likely to become more | 
and more important. But of the en- 
larging and clearing and heartening 
| moral conceptions of man, which 
have so greatly influenced his course 
throughout the ages, Mr. Wells telis 
us almost nothing.

In such 
in instance we have the ‘* Pos- 
sessed,'’ by Dostoievsky, and ‘‘ Moby 


Dick,’’ by Herman Melville. Cap-} 


tain Ahab sounds incredible, yet it 
is easy to helieve that he is none 
other than Melville himself. And 
when Captain Ahab dies it is neces- 
sary for the author to use another 
of his characters, Tashtego, to ex- 
press the undying nature of his 
quest, When, as the ship goes 
down, Tashtego nails the flag to the 
mast we are made to feel that Mel- 
ville himself pays tribute to the god 
in man and his eternal adventure. 


And when genius is many sided hej} 


must needs find eseape in his vil- 
lains as well as in his heroes; hence, 
Balzac’s Vautrin, a type villainous 
yet pleasing, and but a single facet 
of Balzac’s mind. Gogol had wor- 
ried himself into the suspicion that 
he had put himself into one of his 


rascally characters. Not a single | 


Tolstoy story, long or short, but has 
Tolstoy himself as the conscience- 
stricken hero. I have conjectured 
that in one recent novel an author 
not only delineated himself as he 
actually is, but also created an- 
other charaeter who represented 
what he would like to he. 

One might go on indefinitely with 
the list of autobiographic figures in 
fiction and drama, but not always 
can a sharp line be drawn between 
photographic reality and the art that 
is an expression of an author's con- 


scious or unconscious wish. Verhaps} 


the most perfect example we have 
of symbolic autobiography is ‘‘ The 
Tempest." In this work, the last 
written by Shakespeare, I feel that 
we have a complete’ picture of the 
inner man, and that in it he has ex- 
pressed ail his aspiration, harking 
back to youth itself. It was the old 
man Shakespeare turned boy again, 
and he gives full rein to his lyrical 
fancy, revealing all his ambition and 
dream as he glances back over trav- 
eled roads.

N this story the Danish author 
I brings to an end his trilogy of 

the girl of whom he wrote in 
the previous volumes, “ Ditte: Giri 
Alive "’ and “ Ditte: Daughter of 


Man.” The first of the three stories 
tells how the little girl, born into 
poverty, without a father, is brought 
up by her crand@parents, poor fisher 
folk, until she is old enough to go to 
work as a household servant. The 
second story recounts her life while 
she is in service and how it happens 
that two illegitimate children are 
born to her, with different fathers 
This final instalment of the trilogy 
shows her still desperately poor, liv- 
ing in a rabbit-warren of a flat build- 
ing in the city, striving greatly to 
make ends meet so that she can con- 
tinue to take care of two homeless 
children who have drifted into her 
hands and her own second iliegiti- 
mate child. She is only 25, but her 
life of hard work, poverty and priva- 
tion has told on her, and by the end 
of the book she goes to pieces and, 
after a long iliness, dies because she 
has not strength to live longer. She 
is still the same Ditte that she was in 
the previous stories, a bit harsh and 
hard in her manner, but having a 
heart warm and big and ready to 
give all that

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Who’s Working for 





By HOWARD MINGOS 


HERE is a notable absence 
from New York of the legions 
of homeless which twelve 
months ago invaded the city 
a hop, skip and a jump ahead 

of cold weather. At that time there 
were so many presumably homeless 
men seeking sanctuary in and around 
New York that -one could hardly 
move about without having one dirty 
paw after another thrust in front of 
him for the small change which the 
average New Yorker appears always 
to have whenever a beggar slouches 
ikto view. Looking over the city 
and the old familiar haunts of the 
erstwhile homeless, one reaches the 
conclusion that they are not with 
us today in appreciable numbers. 
Evidently, like last year's leaves, 
the wabblies, down-and-outers and 
the professionally unemployed have 
scattered. They are now working 
for the railroads. 

When the thousands of skilled 
workers laid down their tools in the 
railway shops and yards on July 1 
they started one of the bitterest, and 
possibly one of the most significant, 
strikes in our railroad history. If 
present indications may be accepted 
at anywhere near their face value, 
the public will soon hear more of 
the strike, which has been languish- 
ing in the news of the day from 
sheer inertia. Here enter the hobo 
and the rest of his unwashed kind. 
They are becoming prime factors in 
the transportation problem, which at 
this writing is nothing if not serious. 

When the six shop crafts went out 
on strike in July, the railroads con- 
tinued to operate. Engineers, con- 
ductors, trainmen and maintenance 
men were not affected by the strike 
orders. They remained on duty and 
the trains continued to move. Fear 
that the lack of repairs might force 
the roads to shut down was dis- 
counted by the officials, who assert- 
ed that they would replace the strik- 
ers with others who would do their 
work. They sent out their pas- 
senger and freight trains on sched- 
ule. If they did not arrive on sched- 
ule, that was another matter. But 
the trains generally got through 
without enough difficulty to interest 
the public. The roads started re- 
cruiting workers. 
ers and college boys on vacation 
were transferred to the shops and 
yards. And the call went out for 
strike-breakers.

breakers. Most of them came from 
the city parks and the alleys, all 
sorts and degrees of the unskilled.

One has only to spend a few weeks 
making train connections from one 
railroad town to another and he will 
conclude that the’ once ubiquitous 
beggar has actually forsaken the 
city. Throughout the length and 
breadth of the land the hobos and 
the tough guys are enjoying the hos- 
pitality of the railroads. 

Instead of dodging fly cops they 
are under their protection. East and 
West, the ancient habit of gun tot- 
ing has been revived, virtually all 
the new employes carrying weapons. 
Travelers on the through trains 
barely notice these people, because 
passengers going aboard in the large 
cities do not come in contact with the 
yard and shop forces. But at the dl- 
vision points and terminals, where 
the system shops and repair centres 
are established, one comes upon a 
peculiar state of affairs. Every bit 
of railroad property is patrolled con- 
stantly by guards and private detec- 
tives, armed with pistols, blackjacks 
and flashlights.

normal amount of 
equipment. In fact, the gradual 
slowing up of trains due to faulty re- 
pairs is not half the problem It is 
the equally recognizable fact that the 
number of trains is diminishing—at 
a time when the natural traffic de- 
mands a substantial increase. 

Locomotives put out of commission 
and awaiting repairs have almost 
tripled in number since July 1. The 
same may be said of freight and coal 
cars. Twelve thousand cars were 
out of service and awaiting repairs 
in July. Two months later they ag- 
gregated 29,000. It is fair to state 
that only one-third of the normal 
repair work is being attempted—and 
part of that by inexpert hands. 

All equipment, cars and engines 
are being operated continuously, 
with longer intervals between periods 
of repair. Normally only 12 per 
cent. of the rolling stock is with- 
drawn for repairs. The Interstate 
Commerce Commission a few days 
ago reported that in certain districts 
the percentage of locomotives out of 
service averages from 26 to 35. 

On Oct. 26 the Car Service Di- 
vision of the American Railway As- 
sociation ordered the New England 
and Eastern roads to discontinue all 
loading of cars of other ownership 
and either load them immediately 
with cargoes for Western points or 
send them through empty. This was

Four Years 


By HAROLD NORMAN DENNY 


N ten years’ time Germany will 
have as great a merchant fleet 
as she had before the war. 
Though she has been stripped 
of all the great ships that car- 

ried her goods into every corner of 
the world, Germany is rebuilding her 
commerce on a sound foundation and 
with determined hope, because we 
here realize that world trade is es- 
sential to the life of our country.”’ 
A veteran German shipping official 
told me this in his office here 
in Germany's greatest port and 
sketched out on a map of Hamburg’s 
stupendous harbor the projects that 
already are under way to enlarge 
the port and improve it to a point 
far beyond its development even be- 
fore the war, so that it can handle 
the vast commerce that the Germans 
are bent on winning. Without a 
trace of boastfulness this man told 
how in three years Germany had re- 
constructed her trade with the out- 
side world to such a point that the 
ships lying in Hamburg harbor to- 
day are of as great an aggregate 
tonnage as in the days immediately 
preceding the war, and how the Ger- 
man shipping companies have re- 
stored their vanished fleet so rapidly 
that now it is almost half as great | 
as it was at its peak—and they are/ 
just getting into their stride. The 
statements and predictions of this 
shipping man, who knows world 
trade routes as a New Yorker knows | 
his own subway line, are amply sup- | 
ported by figures compiled by city | 
officials and commercial leaders, and | 
they are borne out strikingly when | 
one takes a ferryboat cruise through | 
Hambureg's labyrinthine harbor sys- | 
tem, where ships from many lands/ 
are loading and unloading with the| 
aid of electric traveling cranes in| 
huge ship basins which dwarf the} 
tiny slips that fringe New York’s| 
waterfront Morning and evening} 
the harbor teems with launches and | 
tugboats carrying stevedores and/ 
shipfitters to and from their tasks | 
in the harbor | 
Commercial leaders here deny that} 
Germany's tremendous effort to re-| 
cover her lost place on the sea con- 
tains any imperialistic design, but 
there crops out occasionally a hint 
of the commercial ‘' war-after-the-/ 
war ’’ that used to be discussed in 
allied circles while the World War 
was still on. In the words of Dr. W. 
Cuno, Director General of the Ham- 
burg-American Line, in a statement | 
on the shipping situation recently | 
published here, German shipowners 
‘* have realized from the inmost re- 
cesses of their hearts that German 
ships must sail the seas again if the 
country is to be saved from ruin.’’ 





‘* The Hamburg shipowner does 
not become uneasy,"’ says Dr. Cuno, 
revealing considerable bitterness 


toward the Versailles Treaty, ‘‘when | 
he learns of the recent abnormally 
successful development of neutral 
shipping companies, of the immense | 
sums which they have been able to 
set aside for depreciations, and of 
their 100 per cent. dividends. Such 
concerns can only be likened to 
houses built on sand. He remembers 
the infinite pains which were re- 
quired to build the proud structure 
of his business, and he knows that 
the moral and intellectual forces 
which enabled him and his predeces- 
sors to accomplish it cannot be taken 
away from him by even the most un- 
scrupulous opponent. With set teeth 
he sees the proud steamers which he 
had built and which he had known 
how to manage sail down the Elbe, 
flying alien flags and bearing alien 
names, but the exasperation which 
he feels gives him the determination | 
and the strength to achieve the task 
before him. 

** What we Hamburg shipowners 
want is to provide new opportunities 
for German enterprise on the sea 
and in the countries beyond. We 
want, however, to restore the 
ground which we, in peaceful co-/| 
operation with others, were es-} 
pecially successful in cultivating. 
Such work will enable us to create 
economic values for the benefit of 
our impoverished country, and to 
the advantage of the whole worild.’’

“There is one thing that is im- 
portant for the youth of today to 
remember. That is that he is living 
in America. The tradition of equal- 
ity is not a hollow one. Nor is the 
question of opportunity. His life wil! 
be what he makes it, not what his 
parents or his condition make it. 
The son of an English butler who 
marries an English maid may aspire 
to hold the same position when his 
father dies. But if an American 
butler marries a maid in an Amer- 
ican home, their son, nine times out 
of ten, gets a high-school education, 
and very often a college education. 
He can travel just as fast and as 
far as his ability will carry him. 
This may sound sententious, but it 
is fact.

any one who has observed 

how many hospitals are bleak 
houses — dingy, smelly, unat- 
tractive buildings that inspire 

fear and distrust, situated in 
noisy, slumlike surroundings — the 
sight of the new Fifth Avenue Hos- 
pital, which occupies the block front 


-. between 105th and 106th Streets, 


must come as a pleasant surprise. 
Riding up the avenue between the 
stately mansions of the rich and 
fashionable on the one hand, and the 
natural beauties of Central Park on 
the other, one comes suddenly upon 
this great white structure opposite 
the horticultural gardens — a struc- 
ture that one might readily imagine 
as a modern hotel or apartment 
house, or a millionaire’s country 
club, or anything magnificent and 
comfortable, anything but a hospital. 

It stands superbly white against 
the green background of the park, 
a towering nine-story building with 
the graceful lines of the North Italy 
Renaissance clinging to the struc- 
tural design of a Manhattan sky- 
scraper. Shaped like the letter X, 
with the elongated side lying upon 
the avenue, its straight lines modu- 
late@d into curves, its row of col- 
umned loggias running up the cen- 
tre of the Fifth Avenue side, and 
its mosque-like red roof, the edifice 
cannot fail to attract the attention of 
any one with an eye for the unique 
and beautiful. 

This effect is calculated especially 
for its psychological reaction upon 
the prospective patient. Consider

will be thinking of 
the present scene instead of the fu- 
ture } dread. as he walks or 
rides up to an entrance back of the 
semicircular plot of green grass 
which the X-shaped design makes 
possible in front of the hospital. He 
finds an interior in harmony with 
the exterior. The room in which 
he finds himself is a high-ceilinged, 
circular rotunda, with an air of 
spaciousness and comfort and dignity 
that reminds one of the lobby of a 
modern hotel of the first class. It 
is deccrated in soft tones of French 
gray, buff and tan, restful to the 
eye, and is further distinguished by 
an entire absence of hospital noises 
and smells, equally restful 
nerves. These features are in effect 
throughout the hospital. The color 
scheme is uniform on every floor, 
unobtrusive ventilating devices take 
away odors, and acoustic machines 
and sound-proof walls make the 
building as near sound-proof as pos- 
sible. 

Even on entering an anteroom to 
give his pedigree the patient is pro- 
tected from any suggestion of the 
misery or suffering that one asso- 
ciates with life in a hospital. The 
only persons he sees are office em- 
ployes, visitors and walking patients. 
If a patient is unable to walk, he is 
admitted by a separate driveway at 
the rear of the hospital, and is taken 
upstairs to his room by a special 
elevator. 

Formalities of registration com- 
pleted, our ambulatory patient is es- 
corted upstairs to his floor. Here, as 
before, the absence of hospital 
sounds, sights, smelis, 
confidence and comfort. 
out of the elevator, he discovers him- 
self in a spacious landing of the 
game size and shape as the first floor 
rotunda, with a floor supervisor op- 
posite the elevator, as in a modern 
hotel; at the left a well-furnished 
visitors’ room and, further on, 
an open-air loggia. Radiating like 
spokes from the hub, four corridors 
proceed from this centre—four long 
corridors flanked by private rooms. 

For this is the wardless hospital. 
Except for the children’s floor, 
where wards are desirable, every pa- 
tient has a. private room. Every 
room is an outside room, with a 
maximum of light and air. There 
are no inside’ rooms, no courts. In

cultural gardens, and the meadows. 
The rooms are furnished with 
wooden bureaus, tables and chairs, 
designed for comfort and painted in 
accordance with the general decora 
j tive scheme. The beds are comfort- 
able, and are fitted with a mechani- 
| cal device that enables the nurses to 
|} elevate the head and knees with a 
simple metion like cranking a Ford. 
The walls are painted gray. The ab- 
sence of the _ stereotyped white 
enamel furniture and white walls is 
a relief to the eye and soul. 
| One need not fear, however, that 
too much emphasis has been placed 
upon the esthetic side, to the dis- 
advantage of the material. Here 
| beauty is combined with efficiency 
| In buiiding this hospital, with ac- 
commodations for 300 to 350 
patients, at a cost of $3,500,000, no 
expense has been spared to provide 
every scientific equipment for the 
hag possible care and treatment of 
the patient. Many of the rooms 
have private bathrooms. All have 
private lavatories and are equipped 
with everything that the patient 
needs. This insures prompt bedside 
service, and makes it unnecessary 
for nurses to go flying back and 
forth in the halls for extra equip- 
ment. 

Automatic telephones and telauto- 
graph machines enable the nurses 
and doctors to summon others and 
order equipment from any part of

basement, which has control of or- 
ders for every department in the 
hospital.

ing odors and dissipate them in the 
air outside the hospital. 

The hospital has its own refriger- 
ating plant, and it makes ice cream 
in large quantities in a mammoth 
freezer run by electricity, without 
ice.

special room for sterilizing dressings, 
and a cafeteria restaurant for nurses 
and doctors, to mention only a few 
of the features. 

Electric dumbwaiters carry the 
food and supplies for the patients 
upstairs from the basement. Each 
floor has a service room, which is 
located to the right of the landing 
;}as one gets off the elevators. The 
;murses operate the dumbwaiters by 
| pressing buttons, and take the trays 
| off for their patients. These ser- 
| Vice rooms also contain diet kitchens 
where skilled dietitians prepare spe- 
cial food for those who need it. 

Such is the ordinary life of the 
patient. Now, suppose that he must 
|} submit to an operation. The entire 
eighth floor is then his province. 
There is a series of seven operating 
rooms in one wing, while the other 
wings are devoted to various highly 
developed scientific departments. 
The patient about to undergo an 
operation is taken first to one of a 
series of anesthetizing rooms, which 
have nothing at all of the operating 
room atmosphere about them. They 
are like little parlors, and are fur- 
|nished with curtains, rugs and 
wooden furniture, all in harmony 
with the general scheme. The oper- 
ating rooms themselves are equipped 
with the latest scientific and hygienic 
methods. There is a lighting system 
of such power and variety that it 
has been found possible to discard 
the traditional whitewashed walls. 
As in the room for patients, the 
walls are painted a restful shade of 
gray. 

The concentration of the X-ray, 
pathological, bacteriological and oth- 
er laboratories and other scientific 
departments on the same floor as the 
operating rooms enables the operat- 
ing surgeons to have all the facili- 
ties of diagnosis and research at 
their fingers’ ends for whatever 
emergency may arise. There is an 
X-ray library, for instance, with pic- 
tures of the interiors of patients’ 
bodies always ready for study. A 
man can be taken into a specially 
equipped room and his physician can 
look right through his body to find 
what troubles him. 

The invaluable effect of proper 
and complete diagnosis of patients’ 
conditions is realized in the labora- 
tories. The hospital staff can care- 
fully estimate and record the chem- 
istry of the blood, the secretions 
and excretions of the body. They can 
register graphically and_ record 
permanently the heart functions by 
means of the electrocardiogram. 
The medical staff is able to use a 
new and highly important test in 
the estimation of the basal meta- 
bolic rate, which not only registers 
the most fundamental process of 
the body, but differentiates groups 
of diseases and materially assists 
in the diagnosis of some very com-

Each of us strives 
desperately to escape classification, 
and never has a new phase of art 
been so labeled and docketed from 
its birth. Matisse expresses this 
classified individualism more com- 
pletely than any artist of his genera- 
tion. By being completely himself 
he has become representative. 

There is surprise for most of us 
in the two canvases by Moreau. 
One is a picture of the trenches, 
two men in blue uniform, one alive, 
sitting crouched together in a com- 
pact heap, a dense mound of human- 
ity; the other fallen backward and 
dead, lying sprawied and loose over 
the brown earth, an _ incoherent 
figure, all its interplay of muscle 
and nerve cut off, all its reactions 
ended. Probably no other picture 
ever has been painted with so deep 
a reading of the physical difference 
between life and death. It makes an 
ineradicable impression. The other 
canvas is a still life, vegetables in 
a market basket, nobly treated, 
given a dignity seldom recognized as 
belonging to the subject. For that 
matter, it does not belong to the sub- 
ject, but to the artist and his manner 
of seeing. It belongs also to the 
temper of mind of the modern school. 

Over at the Brummer Galleries are 
some of the same moderns with sev- 
eral others. Derain is seen not at 
his best with some little heads and 
a cleverly painted nude. Matisse is 
represented by his sculptured " Le 
Serf,” an. emphatic denial of the as- 
sumption—now dropped by most ex- 
perienced thinkers—that he is flip- 
pant in his art.

Busy Hamburg 


( Continued from Page 7 ) 


rine. Politically and geographically 
Hamburg has great advantages, and 
the city has done wonders with its 
natura! strategic position. Hamburg 
is the terminus of the great trade 
route leading from the Atlantic to 
the Noith Sea past many important 
ports of call. The broad estuary of 
the Elbe, on which it lies, extends 
for sixty miles into Germany, and 
constant dredging keeps it open to 
the largest ships as far as Hamburg, 
while rivers, canals and railroads 
feed the’ port of Hamburg from the 
ninterland. Hamburg still retains 
mutch of its ancient character of free 
city which it possessed in the days 
of the Hanseatic League centuries 
ago, and it maintains its own harbor 
facilities, operating them so well 
that in normal times the project has 
been at least self-supporting. 

The harbor itself is largely arti- 
ficial and has been made by scooping 
out ship basins with syction dredges, 
in a crazy-quilt pattern which never- 
theless is cunningly adapted to 
the needs of shipping, and by 
building up tongues of land by de- 
positing this same sand within stone 
and cement retaining walls. So large 
are many of the piers thus con- 
structed that a dozen great liners can 
tie up along one of them at once, An 
extensive system of quay sheds has 
been built up along with the plers 
and slips, with elaborate mechan- 
isms for loading and unloading the 
vessels, and these big sheds are con- 
nected with each other and with the 
warehouses and factories in the rear 
by the Harbor Railway system, with 
its 464 miles of track and by a net- 
work of canals reaching every point 
in the harbor district and connecting 
with the city and its hinterland as 
well. The difficulties of handling 
have been reduced to a minimum. 

Additional harbor facilities, which 
will be almost half as great in ex- 
tent as the presegt main harbor, 
are being built just below and al- 
ready are in partial operation. Not 
content with this, the Hamburg au- 
thorities are now negotiating with 
the Prussian Government for still 
more land for future harbor develop- 
ment and for housing thé thousands 
of workmen employed in the harbor 
district. 

To landward of the harbor, yet still 
in the harbor district, are industries 
of many descriptions, which give 
Hamburg a peculiar advantage in 
shipping. They are outside the cus- 
toms zone, and can make use of the 


Ne ene 


fact that Hamburg is a free port, 
where goods in transit are not sub- 
ject to customs regulation. In 
America we have nothing  cor- 
responding to it. 

Goods may be shipped into the 


harbor of Hamburg from any place 
fn the world, transferred from one 
ship to another, left in the harbor 
for any length of time the shipper 
wishes, or they may be refined or 
made up into manufactured articles 
and shipped out again without pay- 
ing a cent of duty or being subjected 
to any supervision or expense. Prac- 
tically they have not entered Ger- 
many, and they are not subject to 
customs duties and red tape until 
they cross the customs zone, which 
is guarded like an ancient city wall 
along the landward boundary of the 
harbor district. Thus the multitude 
of factories in the harbor district are 
in position to compete on exceeding- 
ly favorable terms with the factories 
of other lands, and industry in Ham- 
burg is prospering. Their range is 
very wide. The rubber and asbes- 
tos industries form large groups in 
this harbor district, and there are 
numerous chemical plants, tanning 
factories, establishments for sorting, 
mixing and roasting coffee, and oll 
refineries which convert crude oi) 
brought from America. The rice 
mills of the harbor district were very 
important before the war, but they 
were closed down completely then. 
Since the war they have resumed 
operating and are now running at 
capacity. 

It is less than four years since the 
last gun was fired in the World 
War, but one visiting Hamburg 
would never dream that this city 
was part of a nation that had suf- 
fered crushing defeat. Everywhere 
men and women are busy, new 
buildings are being constructed and 
old ones improved, well-dressed and 
apparently well-fed people throng 
the streets, the restaurants, and the 
cabarets. The only reminder of the 
lost war one.can find is the. occa- 
sional limping soldier, still wearing 
his fleld-gray army blouse and try- 
Ing to sell shoestrings to people who

Therefore, an Eng-| 
lishwoman who marries an American be- 
comes, according to British law, an| 
American citizen. But, also, under this | 
same law, an American woman who} 
marries an Englishman becomes auto-| 
matically a British subject. Under the | 
new American statute, which became 
a law on Sept. 22 last, this woman 
retains her American citizenship. She} 
finds herself, therefore, a citizen of two | 
countries. To rid herself of her Amerti- | 
can citizenship she must go to the proper 
authorities in the country of her alien} 
husband, According to American law, | 
her marriage no longer takes the place | 
of a naturalization paper any more than | 
does the marriage of an alien to an| 
American now automatically make her | 
citizen. She must here- 
after declare her wish to become a citl- 
zen of the United States. If she does} 
not do this, she runs the risk of being a} 
woman without a country. 

An instance of the necessity for an/ 
international adjustment of the new 
ruling is that of the American woman 
married to an Dnglishman being refused 
a British visa on her American passport 
cited in a daily journal.

_ What the Boston Orchestra was, he 
made it. The character it-had as an 
artistic instrument, and the style of 
ite performances were as they were 
because they had been molded exactly 
by his ideals and methods. They were 
high ideals and strenuous methods. He 
never spared his men any of the pains 
and labor that he considered requisite 
to obtain the exact effect he was aim- 
ing at. And still less did he spare 
himself. A “ passion for perfection ” 
was at the foundation of Mr. Gericke’s 
work as an orchestral conductor, and 
he wreaked himself upon the orches- 
tra to make it what he would have it. 

So near the achievement of an ideal, 
go measurably within reach of perfeo- 
tion, it is not given to many in this 
world to come. The wonderful instru- 
ment that Mr. Gericke made continued 
with minor and inconsiderable fluctua- 
tions to respond to the touch of his 
succéssors, till the consequences of 
war came so near to wrecking it, as 
they did other estimable things. 

The Boston Symphony Orchestra 
was’ the first of the endowed or sus- 
tained orchestras that are now 50 
numerous in all parts of the United 
States. Mr. Gericke’s work, or his 
influence, may in some measure be 
geen in all of them. The standard

And so the benefit of his work in 
America extended far beyond Boston.

There is no question but that this is 
the spirit in which to come, and the 
one that will make opera a success for 
everybody concerned. It is only neces- 
sary to keep this up through the sea- 
son to assure pleasant evenings for 
all, in which good performances will 
help, and especially pleasant ones for 
the manager, when the time of ac- 
counting comes. 

The Chicago Opera under its old 
name or names has given a great deal 
of pleasure to New York—pleasure and 
instruction in new things that {t would 
doubtless never have learned to enjoy 
without it. It is to be congratulated 
on the new status, which will more 
firmly root it in the city’s musical life. 
Dependence on the generosity of the 
wealthy few is well enough when it fs 
necessary; and in providing music of 
all} kinds for modern audiences the 
wealthy few seem to be almost indis- 
pensabie. But it isa great deal better 
to grow out of that into paying for 





what you get yourself; and that is 
what Chicago seems successfully to 
have done. 


The program books of the Chicago 
Orchestra are issued annually in a 
bound volume. In this form they are 
invaluable for reference, as in their 
original weekly issues they are in~« 
structive and delightful to the fre- 
quenter of Mr. Stock’s concerts. The 
author is Felix Borowski, a writer of 
suthority and learning as well as of 
charm. He has a great advantage 
in being able to illustrate his analyses

Venizelos, and then 
his successor, and so on. But 
since March 4, 1920, the United States, 
alone of all the powers, ceased to main- 
tain a Minister at Athens or to recog- 
nize a diplomatic representative of 
Greece. The other allied powers were 
content, after the return of Constantine 
(some six weeks after the change in 
government), to withhold recognition 
from him personally, but they did busi- 
ness as usual with the ministry repre- 
senting the parliamentary majJorit~. 

The result has been that, without re- 
fusing {in s0 many words to acknowl- 
edge our clear obligations under the 
loan agreement, we have nevertheless 
effectively closed the door even to con- 
versations with the Greek Government 
on this or any other matter of mutual 
interest. We do not deny that Greece 
loyally fulfilled every stipulation of her 
part of the agreement. Indeed, all but 
one of the transactions by which the 
successive credits were set up and drawn 
upon post-date the armistice. But we ac- 
complish our unfriendly purpose. what- 
ever it may be,-by simply refusing to 
talk with our creditor! 

Curiously enough, the Greek Govern- 
ment, in spite of the change of attitude 
that became apparent, not when there 
was a change of administration in 
Greece, but when Mr. Hughes became 
of State in Arfterica, contin- 
to pay its interest each half year 
on the $15,900,000 which the Government 
of M. Venizelos had drawn—until the 
Spring of 1922. At that time they dis- 
continued payments, when the represen- 
tative of the Greek Government, sent to 
Washington expressiy to discuss this 
and other matters with the American 
Government, found that though the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury was willing to 
recelve from him the interest check he 
carried, he was unable to talk with him 
‘‘ officially '’ about the questions at is- 
sue. So we lesing an interest 
of $750,000 a year from the only debtor 
ally that, until last week, had paid us 
any interest on our war 
act of the Chairman of the 
Commission whose duty it was, by 
of Congress, to make sure of it. 
if we take the position of 
the agreement, 
ff losing the principal as well! 

The withholding of some $33,000,000 
from Greece in disregard of our written 
obligation is, in my opinion, 
able on our part, being a manifest vio- 
lation of a contract. To do this at a 
time when Greece, acting on behalf of 
the Allies and at their request, was en- 
forcing the terms of the armistice with 
Turkey until a sronty of peace could be 
negotiated and rat'Nied was worse. But 
we have gone taethnir still, and have re- 
fused to release Greece from that part 
of the agreement which binds her not to 
contract a new external loan without 
the assent of the three lending Govern- 


ments. We hold the notes of Greece for 
the full $48,000,000; the books of our 
Treasury carry (or carried) a credit still 
due to Greece of $33,000,000; but we will 
netther honor further Grafts against 
this credit (by refusing -to’ hold inter- 
course with any agent of Greece), nor 
give our consent that Greece may ar- 
yrange for other loans abroad.

At the Anderson Galleries there is an 
exhibition of a series of six tapestries of 
extraordinary interest.

battery rheostat. Careful and delicate 
adjustment of the filament current is 
necessary for successful reception. Some 
manufacturers and builders of radio 
sets, realizing the {mportance of fila- 
ment current control, provide a vernier 
rheostat in series with the main Theo- 
stat. The vernier has about one ohm 
resistance and has smaller turns of wire, 
permitting finer adjustment. It will be 
well to note in this connection that re- 
fined and steadier control aiso may be 
accomplished by the addition of a 500 
ohm potentiometer placed across the 
terminals of the storage battery as 
shown in the wiring diagram. The ad- 
dition of such a potentiometer to any 
vacuum tube set will produce better 
results in finer tuning and in the elimi- 
nation of interference. 

Skillful adjustment of the inductance 
coils and condensers, the tickler ooil 
and the degree of coupling come only 
through experience and practice. Loud 
signals and long-distance receiving 
ranges cannot always be credited to 
the set alone, but to the ability of the 
operator in manipulating the apparatus, 
just as the music of a violin depends 
as much upon the musician as upon his 
instrument. 

There are a multitude of details which 
play important parts in successful radio 
reception. Among the essential things to 
watch in connection with the set are 
soldered connections throughout the | 
circuit, neatness, protection of the set 
from accumulation of dust and damp- 
ness, proper length of antenna, a good 
ground contact, correct voltage values 
of the B_ batteries and many other 
things which seem unimportant to the 
layman. In soldering contacts or joints 
in any type of receiving set care should 
be taken not.to use too much flux, for| 
if the grease used in the flux spreads 
between the wires it will produce a 

igh resistance which will cut off sig- 
nals entirely or cause ‘‘howling’’ in 
the phones. The trouble which develops 
even in the best of sets generally may 
be traced to lack of attention. The

Question—What determines the dif- 
ference in the various types of vacuum 
tubes?

The difference may be attributed to dif- 
ference in material used in. construc- 
tion, degree of vacuum, different gas 
used in exhausting the tube, areas of 
the plate and grid, and the distance be- 
tween the grid, plate and filament. (2) 
So the electrons can be emitted at lower 
temperatures, thus allowing the use of 
lower voltage, insuring longer life of the 
filament and battery.

Question—Please explain the difference 
between audio and radio frequency am- 
plification. (2) Just what is meant by 
audio in radio language?—H. T. G. An- 
swer—Audio frequencies are those which 
can be heard by the human ear, Audio 
frequency amplification is the amplify- 
ing of the signal strength after it has 
passed through the detector. Radio fre- 
quency amplification is the amplifying 
of the signal strength before it reaches 
the detector. Detectors have a critical 
point at which they begin to function. 
Signals which come in too weak to reach 
the critical point make no impression 
on the detector. Radio frequency am- 
plification builds up tre weakest of sig- 
nals, giving them sufficient strength to 
actuate the detector. One chief advan- 
tage of the radio frequency method is 
that it amplifies the incoming wave and 
not the many little imperfections which 
exist in the receiver circuit. Audio fre- 
quency produces greater volume of 
sound and radio frequency Increases the

LONDON GAYETY RETURNS

WOMAN speaking on board an 
English ship, as Chairman for 
the Sailors’ Fund, told a cos- 
mopolitan audience that they 
would be surprised with the con- 
ditions they would meet all over Eu- 
rope. She implied that there was des- 
perate suffering everywhere, and that 
if Americans wished to use good judg- 
ment they must dress simply and use 
plenty of common sense in the way they 
gpent money im all Huropean countries. 
Her words of warning impressed me 60 
forcibly that I made up my mind to 
wear my simplest frocks, to display no 
costly jewels and to spend money for 
necessities only. I

The waiters in 
the hotels and girls employed in the 
beauty parlor of our hotel told me with 
enthusiasm that they had put a pound 
or 10 shillings on their favorite horses. 
The dining room of the leading hotel 
in London was a gala sight the evening 
after the Derby. Every table and every 
seat had been engaged weeks ahead. 
The tables made a lovely picture, with 
roses and favors of horses’ heads for 


souvenirs placed in the centre, with 
plenty of shimmering silver and glass 


ware. 
By 7:30 the large dining room was 
crowded, and anxious guests waited one 


hour, and even two hours, for a vacant 


| table. 

Englishwomen were during race week 
resplendent in evening gowns—most cf 
them new. Many of these gowns were 
court dresses, fashioned by leading Exng- 
lish and French houses, made of the 


finest materials, extremely décolleté.

The picture was so brilliant I had the 
feeling I was reading some of the tales 
of the Arabian Nights. 
This and similar scenes reminded me 
of the gayety I used to see during the 
Winter in Paris before the war. The 
Englishwomen have aii the smartness 
in dress that the Parisians had in those 
days. There was music and wine, in 
fact, the wine flowed so plentifully that 
England must, indeed, be a long way 
from prohibition. A simple bar had been 
arranged in the foyer of the hotel. 
Groups of men and women stood 
in small parties sipping  brandies 
and cocktails before they went lei- 
surely into dinner. There was hardly a 
table that lacked its boctie of <ine wine, 
with .a cooler of champagne placeu at 
the side of the table. By 11 the dining 
room was fairly empty, for the guests 
had gone downstairs to dance and to 
drink until 2 In the morning. Jazz music 
by an American orchestra played alier- 
nately with an English orchestra. ‘There 
is 5 o’clock tea with dancing every after- 
noon in the larger hoteis. Most of the 
young women who came to the teas 
ooked as chic as did the women at 
dinner, 
| jt had heard a good deal of talk about 
hard times when I came to London, 
but everywhere I saw gayely and loos- 
ening of the purseatrings. 
a week in the hotel there was a table 
ad’hote dinner at $3, and dancing until 
2 the next morning. ‘The Embankment 
was thronged all day with women walk- 
ing along to catch the cool breezes from 
the Thames, or driving in their motors 
to do their shopping. The large retail 
stores as well as the smaller shops were 
doing a lively business, their customers 
ranging from Exnglishwomen to plenty 
of Americans and some Frenchwomen, 
Though the vert midsummer nights 
were on, most of the theatres were still 
open, and it was hard to get tickets for 
certain shows, such as “ Loyalties " and 
‘The Whirk of Happiness.’’ I looked 
for the loungers, that great army. out 
of employment, looked for them in Ken- 
sington Gardens, in the Mall, even in 
the crowded east side, and wondered 
ae the idlers were—I could not find 
them.

HE toll of human life {s being in- 
creasingly diminiahed through the 
efforts of Scouts throughout the 
country. Accounts of heroic res- 
cues are’ too numerous to print 
and while they ere all of notable im- 
portance and show the courageous spirit 
of the American boy, the gold medal, 
the highest badge for distinguished 
service, is given only in rare cases. In 
fact, but two have been granted the 
past year. At a recent meeting of the/ 
National Court of Honor, which is the 


committee was appointed to consider an 
jintermediate medal which would “be 
jnext in distinction to the gold medal. 
It is now the custom to issue letters of 


formed acts of noteworthy bravery but 
who are not in line for the Gold Medal. 
|The intermediate medal would enable 
the Court of Honor to make a greater 
number, of awards, thus reaching boys 
who are entitled to something more than 
Thirty-four rescues 
|involving courage, self-sacrifice and 
| preparedness were considered at the re- 
}cent meeting of the National Court of 
Honor. The two gold medals were 
awarded and fourteen letters of com- 
mendation. 
To Ralph Beatty, 
York, one of the gold medals was 
awarded for the following rescue: On 
iJune 10, 1922, Richard Gaspy, accom- 
lpanied by Scout Hennard Baker and 
| Pirst Class Scout Ralph Beatty, both of 
Troop 6, went swimming in Seneca Lake. 
After changing their clothes in the boat 
house, they proceeded by boat to a 
! diving float at a bathing beach near by. | 
Gaspy could swim but a little. Beatty 
had passed all but one of his tests for a 
| life-saving merit badge. After swimming 
| around a while, all three started for 
|shore, a distance of about 150 feet. 
| When one-third of the way, Gaspy was 
seized with a cramp and cried, ‘‘ I can’t 
make it.’ Beatty grabbed hold of him 
and Gaspy threw his arms around 
|Beatty’s neck, pulling him under the 
| water. Beatty succeeded in getting 
|Gaspy to let go and held him up, call- | 
jing for help in the meantime, Gaspy | 
|weighed 135 pounds and Beatty lesa} 
{than 100, so the latter found it im- 
|possible to tow the stricken youth. In 
|their struggles, both went under severai 
}times, but Beatty pluckily held on. A 
lformer navy man by the name of 
Dietrick, seeing the trouble, dived in and 
|}swam to the rescue. He, with the aid 
jof another man who had been attracted 
| by the cries for help, succeeded in get- 
| ting Gaspy into the boat and completed 
ithe rescue. Both men stated emphatical- 
lly that Beatty deserved every credit and | 
jhonor for his pluck in holding Gaspy 
jup, as without his help Gaspy could 
}never have survived until they arrived. 
| The other gold medal was awarded to 
| Manuel Camarillo of Troap 11, El Paso, 
| Texas, who, unassisted in any way, res- | 
cued a five-year-old boy from drowning | 
in an irrigation ditch. A witness states | 
that she was in her home near the 
j}scene when she heard a cry, ‘ There! 
|goes a child! ’”’ She rushed outdoors | 
and saw Camarillo jump off his horse, | 
climb a fence, and then dive into the 
concrete-lined canal, which is about ten 
feet in depth. The child had already 
gone under three times, and the swift 
current wags carrying him down stream 
rapidly.

| Scout Lewis Wood of East St. Louts, 
iIll., and a companion had rowec 
about fifty yards from shore to a point 
of land that was not covered with 
water. The boys, believing it was an 
jisland, got out of the boat to talk to 
some fishermen. Wood's companion was 
standing at the edge of the water, when 
the bank suddenly gave way throwing 
jhim into water beyond his depth. He 
grabbed a piece of driftwood but it 
was not large enough to support him, 
The current was strong and carried him 
fifty feet from the shore. When Scout 
Wood saw his companion go down, he 
plunged into the watet and swam to 
the drowning boy, who had gone down 
twice.

FRENCH SOCIALISTS 
STRIVING FOR UNITY 


Jean Longuet Sees Strong 
Party Rising From Conflict 
Over Radical Issues. 


COMMUNISTS ON DECLINE 


Believes Clemenceau, Would Use 
Prestige Here as Springboard 
for Return to Power. 


ESPITE divisions in the French 
D Sociglist Party there are 4 
cations of a reunion according 
to Jean Longuet, grandson of | 
Karl Marx, who is in this | 
eountry on a lecture tour. | 

M. Longuet, former editor of L’Hu- | 
manité and now editor of Le Populaire, | 
@ Socialist daily, told the other day of | 
the fight waged by the moderate radical | 
and Socialist elements against Moscow | 
during the last three years, of Clemen- | 
ceau’s forthcoming lecture tour and of | 
the disasters that have befallen the; 
French Socialist Party and the Con- 
fédération Général du Travail since the! 
war. 

**In France the trade unions, com-j; 
paratively weak before the war, in-| 
creased rapidly in numbers after the 
war,’ he said. “The Confédération 
Général du Travail, with a member- 
ship of 600,000 to 700,000, increased to | 
2,800,000 two years afterward. j 

** Unfortunately, in France as in other | 
Parts of the world, hope of revolution 
on the Russian model arose. It was} 
easy for such propaganda to make head- | 
way because the hundreds of thousands | 
ef men and women who had become | 
trade unionists lacked the fundamentals | 
of economics. and sociology which | 
existed within the ranks of the older| 
trades unionists, whose members were | 
more disciplined. i 

“By a series of unfortunate strikes | 
the ranks of the trades unionists dwin- , 
dled after great gains. The railway! 
workers with a prewar membership of 
50,000 to 60,000 members increased to 
820,000. Then came a dlvision among 
the leaders. The revolutionaries forced 
the strike of February, 1920, which was | 
@ success. Emboldened, the extremist | 
leaders prepared another strike within | 
three months. This time they spoke of | 
seizing power and the establishment of | 
soviets. This strike was a failure. The | 
ranks of the railway unions dropped j 
back to 60,000, about 25,000 workers | 
were dismissed and there was chaos in 
the movement. 

‘Similar strikes, with revolutionary 
aims, were declared ,and failed. Just 
prior to these strikes, in the elections | 
of November, 1919, the coalition which | 
we call the National Bloc, had defeated 
many Socialists and returned to the 
Cramber reactionaries of the most ex- 
treme type. For the first time in years 
a Royalist movement arose in the 
French Parliament, headed by the group 
of L’Action Francaise, with Léon Dau- 
det at the helm, 

“The victory of the reactionaries had 
@ bad effect on the strikes after the 
election. Then, to make matters worse, 
came a split within tre ranks of the 
labor confederation. One group de- 
manded that the organization retire 
from the International Federation’ of 
Trade Unions. The Communists in the] 
confederation attacked the International 
Trade Unions on the ground that it was 











too moderate. 

‘“‘In the conference of July, 1921, at 
Lille there was a split between the old 
leaders and the Communists. Jouhaux, 
former head of the moderate elements 
in the confederation, and his supporters 
took the offensive and put through a 
resolution that any member separating 
from the International Federation of

Tiberalism’s First..Requirement. 


| The first essential for Liberalism is 
thus a broad and imaginative human 
program, and, by general admission, the 
only man who can frame this program 
is Lloyd George. ~For him, this election 
means a blessed oblivion from whatever 
mistakes are attributed to him over 
Versailles and other matters. The page 
is turned. The concern is now only for 
the future. And that future rests here 
and now, on the anvil. For it is al- 
ready plain that Sir George Younger’s 
victory is only a Pyrrhic victory. What- 
ever else be true of this Government, 
it is not one to gain support as it goes 
on. Hence, Lloyd George’s argu- 
ment is already demonstrated, namely, 
‘that if Liberalism is no _ defense 
against Labor, neither—in-the long run— 
is Conservatism. The only defense 
would be—according to this reasoning— 
a Liberal-Conservative co-operation—a 
National Party—in fact, the old Coali- 
tion back again. Among the Conserva- 
tives, there must be, obviously, many 
members who have held and still hold 
this view. Bonar Law’s party is no 
more of a solid unit than are the Lib- 
erals. To mention only one factor, there 
is Austen Chamberlain, who represents 
the Liberal-Conservatism of Birming- 
ham and the Midlands, and Sir Robert 
Horne, who voices the similar senti- 
ment, so far as it exists in Scotland.

Defeat of Montagu. 


The fact that men like Trevelyan an@ 
MacDonald—denounced as pro- 
—are back in the House as members 
of a powerful combination, shows how 
completely the war fever has abated. 
And with it imperialism. Britain is to- 
day groaning under the “ White Man’s 
Burden."" She is back at the point 
where Disraeli referred to “ the colo< 
nies’? as ‘ millstones about the,,neck 
of the mother country ’’—the colonies 
being in this case Egypt, Mesopotamia, 
India and Palestine. To maintain Brit= 
ish prestige in Africa and Asia is now 
& matter in controversy. Among the 
defeats of the election has been that of 
E. S. Montagu at Cambridge, where @ 
truly astonishing. Labor vote of over 
9,000 is recorded against the former 
Secretary for India. But the House has 
once more a native-born Indian, Sha- 
pinji Saklatvala, elected for Battersea,’

My own estimate of the position here 
is that even Labor, when confronted by 
actual responsibilities in the Hast, will 
hesitate a good deal before taking action 
calculated to weaken the sovereignty 
which stands—it may be—as the only 
visible alternative to chaos. The British 
people may be weary, impatient and 
overtaxed, but they are not as yet 
driven to apply the words, scuttle and 
quit. They will listen to criticism of 
the empire. They will grumble at. the 
embarrassments of empire. But- they 
will not abdicate. 


Looking at the Ingredients of the new 
House of Commons, I am inclined te 
question whether a hard-and-fast fron- 
tier between parties will’ be easily 
drawn. Let me give one illustration—

world—as none knows better than Lloyd 
George—between what is said before 
polling day and what is done after poll- 
ing day. Labor has opinions, but it fs 
Toryism that must ~xercise the initia- | 
tive. And here Toryism is assuredly on 
trial. If there are attempts to impose 
tariffs, to build up again the House of 
Lords, and to re-establish feudalism in 
the villages, we shall see an outburst 
which may carry Britain far along an 
advanced road. Controlling Die Hards!| 
will be one of Bonar Law’s chief heb- 
bies as leader. 

Of course, if any credence is to be ate 
tached to the strange story that Lloyd 
George will come here as Ambassador, 
most calculations will be upset. One 
can well understand that Bonar Law 
would like to see his predecessor serving 
the King and the country at a safe 
distance from Westminster, but {s it 
likely that Lloyd George will find it 
any easier to take instructions from 
Curzon than Curzon found it to take 
instructions from Lloyd George? For 
Lloyd George, the British Embassy at 
Washington would be an honorable exile 
from immediate politics. One wonders 
whether he is ready to accept this fate.

LTHOUGH I formerly went home 
to Ireland every Summer, I was 
excluded therefrom during the 
eight years of the World War 
and Anglo-Irish war. Returning 

after such a space, I was struck by the 
social changes which had taken place. I | 
not only saw the changes of the eight 
years past, but many charges which had | 
been going on unnoticed by during 
the decade before now arrested my at- 
tention. 

One of the very first signts that in- | 
terested me as well as one of the most | 
pleasant—and also one of the most im- 
portant for Ireland's future—was the | 
marvelous flock of children that seemed 
to spring from the ground wheresoever 
I went over the face of the country. 
At the beginning of the present century 
the Irish marriage rate had fallen 
alarmingly, and to a lover of his coun- | 
try one of the saddest things was the 
rapidly diminishing number of the joy- 
ous child tribe. Now, in driving out 
from my Donegal mountain village on 
the day after my return, a beautiful |

the bands of little ones that dotted the | 
roads—to see them and to hear sone 
for Irish children do not believe in lock 
ing their sweet joy within their ony 
bosoms.

Going to mass 
at our little chapel on the Sunday which 
Was my second day home, two things | 
arrested my attention—the erect bearing 
and fine carriage of all the male popu- 
lation from 80 years of age down 
to 13; and the extreme good taste 
and neatness of attire of both the boys 
and the girls. Because in the course of 
many lecture tours which often brought 
me into the most out of the way corners 
of the United States, I had always made 
a study of American country folk, their! 
cutriage, their dress, their manner, I} 
was wondering how our home mountain ! 
folk would compare with them—how far 
they would fall behind American country 
folk. I was happily surprised to find 
our folk away ahead in walk, in air, in 
meatness of dress, in natural ease of | 
manner. The young men carry them- 
gelves with an erectness and an inde- 
pendence which is a world away from 
either ‘‘ smartness’”’ or swagger. They 
have a quick eye and an alert look that | 
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wins an onlooker’s favor. 

The girls and young women have not 
indeed got that remarkable erectness 
which is peculiar to American woman- | 
kind, but they have a quiet, easy bear- | 
ing, which becomes their engaging ‘shy- 
ness of look. Their dress, which is 
meither antiquated nor advanced, is neat, 
trig, subdued, and well fitting aa coun- 
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try dress goes. I particularly noted, too; 
that though the Irish cailini (girls) sus- 
tain their reputation for winsomeness, 
they are outdone in point of looks by the 
young men of the present day. These 
are strikingly good looking—strikingly 
handsome, in fact. The fearful stress 
they came through and the wonderful 
grit with which they met, bore, and over- 
came it, have developed a 


Ireland of a dozen years ago. 

One fine thing of present-day Ireland— 
a thing which is in all probability a con- 
tributory reason for the handsome looks 
of the young men—is that drink is sel- 
dom indulged in by the new generation.

As- Ardently Religious as Ever. 


The skepticism which flourishes and 
makes unhappy many of the world’s 
countries has not got footing in Ireland. 
The people there, young and old, are as 
ardently religious as they were a gen- 
ago. This applies alike to the 
three-quarters of the population that is 
Catholic and to the one-quarter which 
is Episcopalian, Presbyterian, and Me- 
thodist. All are splendidly sincere and 
earnest in thelr religious worship and 
punctual in their attendance at their 
churches. The Rosary is still chanted 
nightly by the whole family around the 
hearths in the great bulk of the homes

religious life of the people has naturally 
intensified during the last six 
years.

Shortly after a ereamery was estab- 
lished in my parish of Inver, the Bishop 
of the diocese on the great Confirmation 
Day was conducting a public examina- 
tion of the child-aspirants. To one fine, 
sturdy little fellow the Bishop put the 
question, ** Will you tell me, Barney, niy 
lad, what is the first duty of every good 
Christian when he arises in the morn- 
ing?’’ Quick, confident and jaunty came 
the reply: ‘‘ It is to harness the aan, me 
lord, and drive to the craimery.’’ 

The circumstances of the laborer as 
well as those of the farmer have ma- 
terlally improved. The District Coun- 
cils of the country have built very neat 
and comfortable laborers’ cottages 
everywhere that such were needed, each 
cottage having a small plot of land at- 
tached to it, Laborers obtain these cot- 
tages at a rent that is little more than 
nominal—in my County Donegal, for 
about fifty cents a week. The pay of 
the common laborer, which in my boy- 
hood days ranged from a shilling to 
eighteen pence a day, is now from three 
to four shillings. His son, of 16 or 18 or 
20 years of age, who hires out to @ big

But whet the 
elections have shown—or, rather, have 
emphatically confirmed, for we all knew 
it before—is that the prohibitionist des- 
potism is a despotism exercised by one 
section over another section and by one 
element of the population over another 
element wholly different in its needs, ita 
opportunities, its desires and the way 
in which it is affected by the law. 

The manner in which the country is 
divided on prohibition as between South 
and West, on the one hand, and North 
and East on the other, is familiar mat- 
ter to everybody. But even more im- 
portant than the division between seo 
tion and section is the division between 
our urban and our rural population. 
Everywhere the great cities are over 
whelmingly opposed to the law. Even in 
the smaller cities the same thing has 
been almost universally demonstrated; 
but, taking only the large cities—those 
having a population of 200,000 or more— 
the inhabitants of these great communi- 
ties number not less than 25,000,000. Is 
it not preposterous that the right of 
| these great populations to an enjoyment 
which has always formed a large part 
of their social and personal life shall be 
denied—that resort to it in however mod- 
erate and innocent a fashion shall be 
branded as a crime—simply because the 
vote of remote farmers, whose needs 
and whose problems are wholly differ- 
ent, is cast in the scale against thelr 
own overwhelmingly demonstrated pro- 
test?

| In view of all this, and of much more 
that might be said concerning the tre- 
mendous difficulty of actually enforcing 
the law, the prospect now opening up 
|}of the future of prohibition is one that 
no thinking American, whether prohi- 
| bitionist or anti-prohibitionist, can look 
upon without serious foreboding. Gov- 
|ernments, says our Declaration of In- 
|dependence, derive their just powers 
|from the consent of the governed. It 
lis true that this doctrine, like all such 
| general pronouncements, must be un- 
derstood not literally, but in the Nght 
lof sound reason and common sense. 
There is of course no such possibility 
jas the consent of all the governed; in 
a thousand matters the minority must 
accept the rule of the mafority. But 
| while common sense obviously dictates 
lthis interpretation, common sense also 
sets limits to the right of the majority 
to dictate to the minority.

TH question of what is the Ieast 

a man can live on, and the at- 

tempt to force wage scales based

other problem of industry. The declara- 
tion of Senator Cummins for incorpora- 
tion of a living-wage provision in the 
Transportation act has lifted the dis- 
cussion from the theoretical to the prac- 
tical stage. As Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Interstate Commerce, Senator 
Cummins has been in closer contact 
with American railroads than almost 
any other man in public life. It is 
granted even by railroad executives that 


his grasp of rail economics is excep- 
tional, and his stand for the living wage 
is taken to mean the alignment of forces 
on both sides in a new contest between 
capital and labor.

For the sake of clarity, let 
the question be repeated—what is a liv- 
ing wage, and will labor be able to force 
its adoption as a basis of payment? 

Although the Labor Board took the 
position that the increase sought by the 
maintenance of way men would so bur- 
den the roads as to cause bankruptcy, 
Senator Cummins believes that a Hving 
wage can be paid without any such re- 
sults. Just how he would bring that 
about, in the face of the figures against 
the men, he has not made known. But 
his close connection with railroad mat- 
ters and admitted knowledge of the sub- 
ject give emphasis to this view. 

It was argued by the men before the 
Labor Board that in order to place all 
workers in all trades on a living wage 
present compensation must be Increased 
from 22 to 34 per cent., and the annual 
figure was set at $1,600 a year. This 
would involve an admitted increase of 
14 per cent. in the national cost of liv- 
ing, but was defended as a move toward 
real economy, because of new incentive 
for the workers, 

Two things become apparent at first 
sight. No wage can be paid in any in- 
dustry by any possible combination of 
theorles which is higher than the wage 
earned, and no body of workers can be 
favored over another, if we are to have 
anything like peace and stability in busl- 
ness. Labor representatives, particularly 
railway labor men, assert that the 
workers have not been receiving their 
share of past earnings. They charge 
that much of the stocks and bonds. on 


which the roads are paying interest 
represent water, and that economies and 
fair distribution would make it possible 
to give labor a living wage. 
Hard to Find the Basis. 

Here, again, there is sharp division. 
Spokesmen for industry affirm that it is 
impossible to lay. down any basis for a 


living wage; that it would vary 


every community and for every individ- 
ual.

ELLIS ISLAND CALLED NEW INFERNO

HERE is a big hell at the gate of 

our great country. 

Island. It is the first and the 

worst sample of America. I spent 

six days there, from early in the 
morning until evening, walking, talking, 
laboring, begging and starving in an 
endeavor to release an aunt of mine 
about to be deported because she had 
failed to prove that she was a student, 
coming here for further education and 
intending to live with her brother, an 
American citizen. 

In six days I must have spoken six 
thousand words, walked six thousand 
steps, had about seventy-five passes, be- 
cause every time you turn around, get 
in or out of a door, look at an employe, 
or sneeze, you must present a pass; 
then, if you are lucky, you will have 
the pleasure of looking at a sour, cranky 
face for a second, asking a question 
and getting a snippy answer of ‘‘ Yes”’ 
or ‘‘No’’; then you are pushed aside, 
and some pointed elbow sticks you in 
the ribs, and if you are not knocked 
flat on your back or straight on your 
nose, you are indeed fortunate. 

I came to New York three weeks ago 
and learned that my aunt was held at 
Ellis Island. No one had been per- 
mitted to see her. ‘ Yes,’ she said, 
‘*my brother and two nieces live here, 
and 1 don’t know why they will not 
come to see me,"’ and ghe wept. Her 
brother and my sister in turn tried sev- 
eral times to see her, but were refused 
admission and sent away in a harsh 
manner every time. Her brother sent 
two telegrams to encourage-and check 
her up, and neither reached her. 

When my aunt could not prove that 
she was a student, because of her un- 
preparedness, although she spoke fairly

good English, I asked the Assistant 
Head Commissioner to give her another 
chance to prove the truth of her case, 
which he did. He sent me with a pass 
to some man, and that man sent me 
with another pass to another man, who 
cut me short and in a rough manner 
said to me, ‘‘ Your aunt failed yesterday 
to prove that she was a student, there- 
fore it is not necessary to have a further 
session, for I am sure she is not fit to 
enter college. He turned around and 
went away, leaving me with tears run- 
ing down my cheeks. 

Here were some of the questions put to 
me: 

Are you an American citizen? 
sir. 

How long have you been in America? 
Twelve years. 

Are you a university graduate? 
I only went one year to college. 

Where? In Chicago. 

Do you speak English? ‘‘ Have I 
been talking Greek,’’ I answered, 
My grandfather, the Rev, Josaph At- 
tiyeh, the father of this aunt, is a 
noted orator and a writer. He is called 
the Moody of Syria, and a saint besause 
of hig beautiful and unselfish life and 
works. The Presbyterian Missionary 
Board of America is my witness, He 
educated all of his children in the 
American missionary schools, and my 
aunt has taught in Tripoli, Syria, in the 
American missionary school for three 
years, saved her money, bought her

NEW ISSUE OF CAPITAL AND LABOR

of coal struggles. In February of this 
year, shortly before the strike started, 
the National Conference Board conducted 
a survey of priceg in the anthracite zone 
and worked out the cost of living for 
families of various sizes. Beginning 
with a single man, it was shown that 
he could live for $703.96 a year, in ac- 
cordance with a budget distributed as

Passing on to family budgets, the next 
step upward for a man, woman and 
child was found to be small, Those 
living in company houses required

$1,321.59; for four children, $1,379.51 and 
$1,475.10. 

The size of these different budgets 
introduces a new question. If labor Is 
to be paid on the basis of its needs, 
then the man with four children cer- 
tainly requires more than the single 
man, although both do the same work. 
But it may be believed that the single 
man never would consent to give up a 
part of his compensation to the father 
of four.

A family occupying four rooms could 
get accommodations for $5 a week, or 
$260 a year. Clothing on a yearly basis 
for the family of three was estimated 
at $167.86, for four $197.64 and for five 
$227.92. 


Combining the cost of ‘‘ sundries,’’ In- 
cluding transportation, recreation, medi- 
cal care, insurance, candy, tobacco, 
reading material, household furnish- 
ings, &c., the needs of three were placed 
at $163.28 a year, of four at $200.20 
and of five at $237.12. Other miscellaner 
ous items went to make up the totals 
stated. 

The United States Bureau of Labor 
Statistics made an inquiry into the cost 
of living at Lawrence in December, 1921, 
and placed the budget for an average 
American family in that city at $1,664.78, 
considerably in excess of the other bud- 
gets. | 

In order to get someclear meaning from 
the Lawrence figures it is necessary to 
know what an average wage scale was in 
that city for mill workers at the time of 
compiling these budgets. The compila- | 
tion nearest to the date under question | 
was made in June, 1921, based on an 
average for one week, and applied to 
all cotton-miil operatives in the North. 


size at a fair minimum standard was 
found to be $18.92 a week, against $19.05 
for one man, allowing $2 a week toward 
his savings. And each additional child 
in a family cost only $2.81 a week. Some 
of the items which entered into this 
calculation were $6.08 a week to buy 
food for threé; minimum rent for a 
four-room hotise, or apartment, with 
bath, $8.00; clothing for three, $2.70 a 
week; sundries, including carfare, house- 
held furnishings and supplies, candy, 
reading material, insurance, medical 
care, recreation, &c., $4.95 a week. The 
cost of all these items showed a con- 
siderable decrease from previous studies. 
And the board gravely noted that it 
did not “ put this forward as an argu- 
ment for marriage.’ 

The single man in Cincinnati was 
again favored over his married brother 
in toil although he was not so lucky 
as the anthracite worker, because he 
got only $86.71 a year with which to 
array himself, against the other's 
$136.12. But the National Conference 
Board’s experts, mulling over their ex- 
haustless figures, still kept a tender 
spot for the bachelor. They recognized, 
for instance, that he not only might be 
expected to dress a little better than 
the married man, but to require more 
amusements, and ‘‘ he normally bears 
to some extent the cost of entertaining 
his women friends.’’ Coming from the 
experts, that concession was beyond all 
ordinary expectations. That they 
the single man’s future thoroughly at 
heart was further proved by the ob- 
servation that he should save at least 
$2 a week. 3ut the married inan was 
left to save for himself. Apparently 
his case seemed hopeless even to the 
statistical doctors.

ROFESSOR SELIGMAN'S criti-

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that the estimated wealth of this country 
increased by 30 per cent. during the pe- 
riod 1914-1918, it must not be over- 
looked that this increase is measured 
upon the scale of a dollar which had 
declined heavily in purchasing power 
since 1914. The actual increase in phys- 
ical wealth will hardly exceed the nor- 
fhal progression. The inflated values of 
the period 1917-22 are not a criterion of 
our increased national wealth. The 
American taxpayer has had to shoulder 
a debt of nearly twenty-six billion dol- 
lars, and our Government spent more 
money during the nineteen months of 
our participation in the war than for 
all previous expenditures in both war 
and peace since the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was signed. 


Value in Colonial Possessions. 


By way of contrast, England, France 
and Belgium together, against their 
losses can offset as a direct result of the 
conflict, the acquisition of many billions 
of dollars’ value in Colonial possessions 
alone. We did not participate in this 
division of Central European assets, and 
the argument that they are not valuable 
is difficult to maintan in the face of 
heir retention by their new masters or 
in the light of their economic produc- 
tivity. 

Professor Seligman continues his argu- 
ment on the moral issue with the state-

STUDENTS OF THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


By ONE OF THEM. | 


ANY of our American citizens 

have little idea that there are| 

a hundred men and women in | 

the United States who are au-/| 

thorities on the League of Na- | 

tions and what it has accomplished. | 
This knowledge they have gained by| 
taking a six weeks’ course at the Uni-| 
versity of Geneva. 
Having heard that this valuable in- | 
struction was to be given at the unt- 
versity prior to the meeting of the 
League I wrote to the university and | 
asked if I might attend the classes and | 
the lectures. I receiyed a ‘welcome re- 
ply from the dean of the Summer school 
and when I reached the university I) 
found the classes well under way. The| 
lectures were held in the main build- 
ing of the university, a large gray stone 
building, unprepossessing from the front, 
but attractive from the rear, because

At 
the other side of the table sat a tall, 
broad-shouldered man, whose dark, 
friendly glance peered over his spec- 
tacles. As soon as I presented my card 
the dean remembered all about the cor- 
respondence and my credentials, and 
said that I would be admitted 10 the col- 
lege, but within a few days I should be 
called upon to read a piece of prose to 
give him some proof of my knowledge of 
French diction and a knowledge of the 
French language. He went on to ex- 
plain that the course would be divided 
into two parts, the first was to be from 
the 17th of July to the 12th of August, 
and the second part from the lith of 
August to the 10th of September. I 
found that the American students led In

Big Motor Show 


No Discrimination Aveinst Buying Cars Made Here, Says H. H. 
Rice, Cadillac Company’s President, Returning 
From European Survey. : 


RINGING back reports of a sub- 
stantial improvement in British 
motor trade conditions and the | 
prospect of a greater sale abroad | 
of American cars during the 

coming year, H. H. Rice, Fresident of 
the. Cadillac Motor Car Company re- 
turned last week from a two months’ 
survey of the chief automobile centres 
in England, France and Belgium. He | 
Wisited the Paris show and had two &r 
three days to inspect the big London 
show at Olympia and White City, which 
opened Nov. 3. 

A brief talk with Mr. Rice just before 
he left for Detroit gzeve the impression | 
that while he was deeply interested in 
the lange attendance and great variety 
of models displayed in the London show, | 
the factor of prime importance was that 
the well known English makers have not 
only been able to maintain their plants 
during the trying readjustment period 
since the-war, but that they have gone 
boldly ahead in the designing and build- 
ing of new types of cars with a confi- 
dence that there will be ready buyers | 
for the supply. | 

‘‘The small car, of ten-horse power or | 
under, was the outstanding feature of | 
the London show,” said Mr. Rice. “It | 
was also the big feature of the Paris 
show. In England the small car has 
been particularly well developed. A few | 
are of the two cylinder type, but the ma- 
jority are fours and there are some) 
sixes. Some sell for less 1.an $1,000 and | 
from that they run up to $1,500. They | 
‘are peculiarly well adapted to English 
motor conditions where excellent roads | 
prevail in practically all parts of the | 
country, but the majority are doubtless | 
used within the limits of the large cities. 
It is hardly likely at present that the 
English small-type car would be pop-| 
ular -here, and while their price is low 
for home buyers, they could not com- | 





pete with our low-priced cars. 

“These small cars are replacing the | 
old time cycle car and they are very | 
numerous in London and the suburbs. | 
There is no question that they are sell- 
ing well and the English makers 
are preparing for a greatly increased 
market during the coming year. The 
general reduction in prices, due mainly | 
to the rising exchange, has had a help- 
ful effect upon sales. While virtually | 
all of the big concerns are putting out 
one or more small-car types, there has

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DOUGHBOY PARADOX 
TOAN ARMY OFFICER 


When He Is Not Complaining It 
Is Probable That His 
Way Is Rough. 


AN ALL-AROUND SOLDIER 


intricacies of Other Branches Have 
Little Terror for Him, Says 
Captain Egan. 


APTAIN GERALD EGAN, writing 

in a recent issue of The United 

States Army Recruiting News, 

says that, silent and true, a 

heroic figure amid the modern 
developments and improvements in the 
army, stands that grim, patient, univer- 
Bally beloved character, the American 
doughboy; the soldier who clings to the 
colors because he loves to be a soldier 
and who survives. unchanged in courage 
and purpose all the developments of doc- 
trinaires and the best conceived plans 
ef his educators. 
The doughboy of the infantry is a 
military man; he believes that his first 
duty is to know the art of war and that, 
as a secondary consideration, the peace- 
ful pursuits of learning may be acquired. 
He is essentially a fighter who seems to 
adhere strongly to the opinion that mili- 
tary skill is a better weapon than a 
logarithm and that a good Springfiel2 
rifle is a more trustworthy companion 
tn troublous times than a knowledge of 
orthography, says Captain Egan. 
‘‘Some infantrymen pretend to look 
with prophetic fear upon the day when 
the infantry platoons will be civided 
into grammarians, rhetoricians, mathe- 
maticians and historians,’ he says, “‘ and 
when the doughboy can be found only 
at the sentry post or when the snow 
must be removed. Some infantrymen 
think, too, that these platoons of pen- 
men should find little comfort in the in- 
fantry or that, -at-least, it should be 
made widely known that there is still 
a great body of original doughboys in 
the army and that congenial additions 
to their ranks are welcome. 
‘To state what a dougnboy thinks is 
a risky business—it 1s a study in psy- 
chology which might baffle the most 
learned student. Who can pretend to 
a knowledge of the infantryman? Where 
is the man who can truthfully say ‘I 
know him’ extept to refer to his con- 
stant and unfailing dependability in 
tight places? What man feels that he 
can claim an understanding of the mani- 
fold emotions, the undercurrent of 
thought, the masked sentiment, the 
strangely sound philosophy, the basic 
gense of justice that combine to make 
the American soldier what he is—a para- 
dox? 
‘** At times a veritable child, but in an 
instant, when the crisis comes, he 
shows forth a superman, He is most 
comfortable and kindly disposed toward 
the world when his complaints are loud- 
est, and is best left undisturbed when 
he is without protestations of some 
sort When he insists that he cannot 
walk another atep it’s almost @ cer- 
tainty that he has five more miles left 
in him; when he trudges silently and 
Says he is ‘Jake’ then it is probable 
his way is rough. 


Doughboy’s Sense of Humor. 


‘* His sense of humor is universal; ft 
knows no gédgraphical or mental lim- 
its; it-has no boundaries; it manifests 
{tself in any country and among any 
people, but it is rarely of the obvious 
type. The prepared story or joke, no 
matter how carefully rehearsed and 
studied as to effect, is likely to be 
greeted with stony silence. The humor 
must be spontaneous. 

‘‘He does not knowingly pose, this 
doughboy, but exposes his candid feel- 
ings without the slightest self-conscious- 
ness. Outwardly and to the stranger his 
stomach seems his chief concern and his 
mess sergeant is always the least com- 
petent mortal alive; yet this same 
doughboy will live for days on corned 
beef and greet disdainfully any sugges- 
tion that it is not delicious. He is an 
unconscious camoufleur — soft-hearted 
and generous, but does his utmost to 
conceal it. He is sensitive, yet takes 
to himself an attitude of supreme in- 
difference. He is just doughboy—and 
{ft is impossible to see every side of him 
at once. One can catch but glimpses 
of his character, his moods, of the 
things that sway him. : 

‘The handing to him of a discharge 
certificate does not change him—he is 
atill a paradox—and to deal with him 
and understand him requires more tact, 
more patience and more knowledge of 
mankind than mortals are usually en- 
dowed with. 

It has always been an open question 
as to whether the infantry spfrit made 
the doughboy or whether ae dough- 
boy is responsible gor the strong bond 
of fellowship that permeates the iIn- 
fantry. The answer does not matter. 
What really counts is the unquestioned 
fact that the United States infantry 
with its truly American doughboy, still 
keeps its chest out and nande ready to 
give the hand of comradeship to every 
man who wanis to be a a@oldier, who 
wants to live In the open and do a 
man’s work in a manly manner. The 
infantryman fs an all-embracing soldier 
and this description applies not to 
femininity in general, but to his versa- 
ility in the use of every weapon, The 
infantry regiment is a self-supporting, 
self-contained unit and one capable, in | 
its own way, of exercising the gunc- 
tions of almost every other branch.

“The infantryman is also a specialist 
and a soldier for whom the intricacies 
of the. other branches have little terror. 
At times it becomes necessary for him 
to usurp functions of the cavalry in his 
scouting expeditions and his outpost 


duties. The infantry squad has its own 
personal artillery in its rifle grenade 
and hand bombs¢ The squad can lay 
down its own’ barrage with these 
weapons, or it can become a miniature | 
morter battery. In a small way the 
squad leader can imitate, and imitate 
dangerously, the prescribed actions of a 
machine gun battalion when he orders 
his automatics jnto the fight. 

‘The doughboy establishes his own 
line of communication and does his own 
signaling, whether it is by hand, by 
telegraph or by any other means. De- 
prived of the powerful aid of i1:2 field 
artillery the infantry regiment may 
yet call into play its mortars and its 
one-pounders. The infantry regiment 
has its horses and its transport ; it can 
fold its tents or leave its trenches when 
it is ready and proceed on its own feet 
to fulfill the desire of its commanding 
officer. But to the doughboy all these 
auxiliaries are, more or legs, inconse- 
quential. Give him his Springfield, his 
bayonet, his rounds of ammunition, his 
canteen and his rations, and he will 
stride on confident of victory and totally 
indepencent. 

‘‘What matters it to him, after the 
action is over, if he had to build or de- 
stroy bridges, {f he had to plant tele- 

raph poles, if he had to perform other 

uties not officially assigned to hiny in 
the textbooks? He growls about it and 
enjoys it, and, best of all, still insists 
that the life of the doughboy is the life 


for him.

A survey 
then of the resources of the world | 
should make it possible to determine the 
desirable maximum number of people 
which the world can accommodate. If 
the number of people in the world is less 
than the desirable maximum, population 
can increase without lowering the stand- 
ard of living. If the number of people 
continues to increase continuously after 
the desirable maximum has been 
reached, then the standards, of. living 
will go down correspondingly. to lower 
levels until the further increase in 
population {!s limited by the lowest pos- 
sible standard of living. 

The actual experiment performed by 
Dr. Pearl should receive scientific rec- 
ognition. The method used to illustrate 
the principle is so simple that it can be 
easily understood, and the results can be 
interpreted to bring to the average mind 
an appreciation of the factors which will 
affect the lives of future generations. It 
is an important contribution toward the | 
solution of the problems which influence 
the future development of civilization. 
It illustrates a principle in a form more 
readily understood than the mere words | 
of Malthus.

DEFINITION OF INTOXICANTS | 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

One reads with Interest and with ap- 
preciation of its literary style the ar- 
ticle by J. L. Campbell, under ‘* Wine 
and Strong Drink,” without, however, 
being able to intelligently connect his 
contention that ‘‘ intoxicating liquor ’’ is 
‘‘any liquor containing an intoxicant,’’ 
with known physiological effects, or 
rather lack of effects, of certain intoxi- 
cants when largely diluted. 

If tendency to stimulate indicates an 
intoxicant, then hot milk or any hot 
drink is an intoxicant by virtue of its 
heat, which undoubtedly stimulates ; and 
much more so would coffee, tea, butter- 
milk, &c., come under the ban of pro- 
hibition by reason of the caffeine, co- 
caine and alcohol which they contain. 

We know from experience how some 
constitutional amendments have been 
used as a basis for. laws relating to 
matters entirely outside the evil which 
the framers of such amendment wished 
to correct; yet one cannot, by the widest 
stretch of the imagination, conceive 
of buttermilk as an intoxicant on ac- 
count of its alcohol. 

It is, therefore, not alcohol that makes 
the liquor problem, but alcohol insuf- 
ficiently diluted, and it is safe to say 
that no practical application of prohibi- 
tion can be worked out along the lines 
that any drink containing an intoxicant 
is intoxicating. The Supreme Court says 
the definition rests with Congress and 
that it has the power to make laws gov- 
erning the whole matter; and this is il- 
lustrated by the fact that, after a permit 
has been’ secured, up to 200 gallons of 
naturally fermented wine, made in the 
home, for home consumption, and con- 
taining, perhaps 12 per cent. of alcohol, 
is not legally intoxicating; whereas, 
from a physiological point of view, it 
certainly is so.

ADICALS, in combination

The immediate outcome of this com- 
bination of the farm bloc with the radi- 
cal La Follette group will be the block- 
fing of conservative legislation and the 
policies urged by the Harding Admin- 
istration. More than that, it is likely to 
start a revolt against the Republican 
party and provide the way for a third 
party in 1924. Trat development is 50 
imminent that Republican leaders are | 
ready to do anything short of surren- 
dering principles. | 

There is no overlooking the fact that | 
Senator La Follette, standing alone, | 
will be the most powerful legislative fac- | 
tor in the next Congress, He is recog-| 
nized as the leader of the radical-pro- 
gressives and will be followed by five 
or six of the new Senators. His influ- 
ence, potent in the Senate, will be even | 
greater in the House, for there he has| 
eleven members from Wisconsin who| 
will follow him. Today La Follette is 
stronger than at any other time in his} 
eareer. He is stronger in his home} 
State than in 1911, when the progressive | 
spirit swept the West. His hand-picked | 
ticket was nominated and elected. 

In the next Senate there will be at} 
least seven men to follow him—Ladd and | 
Frazier of North Dakota; Norbeck of | 
South Dakota; Norris and Howell of Ne- 
braska, Brookhardt of Iowa and Ship-| 
stead of Minnesota. These seven might 
well’ hold the balance of power. In| 
many struggles they are certain to be! 
joined by Johnson and Borah. 

With this radical-progressive faction | 
fighting the Old Guard Senators, it is 
easily apparent that established 
Republican policies cannot hope to re- | 
ceive successful consideration. But in| 
gome other matters conservative Demo- | 
crats will join with conservative Re-| 
publicans.

FIRE FIGHTING ALWAYS A 





ITH public interest more than 
ordinarily directed to the sub- 
ject of fire and fire prevention, 
the National Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters recently assembled 

Bome pictures of the fire-fighting 
Pparatus of other days, repro- 
ductions of them, with data on. old 
methods of putting out fires. The board 


gives Pudding Lane in the heart of | 
London, and Sept. 2, 1666, as the date 


and place of birth of organized 
fighting. 

In a wooden house fronting on that 
little by-street broke out the fire which 
burned steadily for four days, wiping | 
out 436 closely settled acres, and which 
fis‘ spoken of to this day as the Great 
Fire of London. Modern fire insurance 
may also be said to date from this con- 
flagration. It was no sooner over than | 
men put. their heaus together to 
what could be done to prevent the re- 
currence. of such a disaster and to miti- | 
gate in the fyiture sufferings such as | 
they had just witnessed. To one Nicho- 
las Barbon is credited the idea .of -ap-| 
plying insurance to real property—what 
we now call fire insurance. 

Twelve months had not elapsed after | 
the fire when the first company had | 
been formed to fnsure such property, | 
fallowed by others. These companies, | 
in order to protect their interests, were | 
active in devising the most efficient | 
fire-fighting arrangements’ then possi- 
ble. Fire brigades the’ establishments 
were called. While they were poor, in- 
effectual organizations. as compared 
with the fire organizations of today, 
with their powerful gasoline: engines, 
water towers, aerials and chemicals, 
which may all ‘be brought-into play, by 
pulling a hook in a corner fire alarm 
box, they were the best’ ‘fire defenses | 
then: existing. 

Pliny testifies to the fact that organ- 
ized fire fighting of a kind existed in 
Rome during the first century of the 
Christian era, and in .certain European 
cities down through the Middle Ages 
the schooled fire fighter was not un- 
known. In London, before the Great

It is recorded that in.1659 Peter Stuy- 
vesant, as Governor of New Amsterdam, 
purchased and. distributed. 250 leather 
buckets and a supply of ladders and 
hooks. .A tax of. 1 guilder was imposed 
on every chimney in town to provide for 
the.,.maintenance of this fire-fighting 
equipment. Watchmen, who made their 
rounds nightly in. groups.of threc or 
four to guard against any disturbance 
of the peace, were on the lookout. for 
incipient fires. The post now. occupied 
by our present first chief originated in

Japan is building no capital ships, as she 
already possesses her full quota under the 
naval treaty. However, two of the six capital 
ships prescribed by the naval treaty are to be 
transformed to aircraft carriers. They are the 
battle cruisers Akagi and Amagi. Another air- 
craft carrier—the Hosho, a vessel of about 
10,000 tons—is being completed. 


Japan’s greatest expense, however, will be 
for cruisers. It is understood that no less 
than fifteen vessels are under construction 
or planned. Four vessels, according to a re- 
cent official) announcement of the Tokio Ad- 
miralty, will be of the extreme size permitted 
under the treaty—10,000 tons. Four others will 
approximate the new American cruisers, dis- 
placing 7,500 tons; three further vessels will 
displace from 5,700 to 6,000.tons, and the four 
further ships are reported variously as: semi- 
flotilla leaders of 3,500 tons and larger. Ac- 
cording to the Admiralty announcement, twen- 
ty-four entirely new 1,375-ton destroyers are 
to be built, and it is assumed that they are in 
addition to the twenty-odd vessels on the 
stocks at present. It was also announced that 
Japan would build twenty-six entirely new 
submarines to have an_aggregate tonnage of 
28,166. A number of large and small gunboats 
are also under construction, as are several 
large depot and auxiliary ships. 


This shows that Japan intends to maintain 
fully her established treaty ratio. As Great 
Britain has more than fifty cruisers of modern 
types, Japan is entitled to 60 per cent. of that 
number, or approximately thirty ships. As 
there are but thirteen modern cruisers in the 
Japanese Navy, more must be and are being 
built. 


RAILWAY WAGES THAT FORCE 
SUBNORMAL LIVING 


B. H. Jewell, President striking railway employes, in 
November ‘CURENT HISTORY MAGAZINE: 

The wage rates established by the most re- 
cent decisions of the Labor Board were based 
on the bargain-counter price of labor in cer- 
tain unprincipled industries during the sus- 
tained period of unemployment. It was a case 
of acceptance of the commodity theory of la- 
bor. Already the railroads themselves are be- 
ing forced to offer better wages in order to 
secure the class of labor required. The wage 
structure resulting from these decisions will 
mean a depreciated and degraded standard of 
living to the employes in every classification 
affected. 


For the track laborers and section men, 
numbering several hundred thousand, the La- 
bor Board fixed average annual earnings at 
approximately $800. Many thousands will earn 
less than $600 a year as a result of these de- 
cisions. The board sanctioned such wages with 
the full knowledge that the lowest budget pre- 
pared by the United States Bureau of Labor 
Statistics cannot be purchased for less than 
$1,400, and that the National Industrial. Con- 
ference Board sets a bare subsistence level at 
about $1,200 with current prices. Thus the 
lowest standard set by'an employers’ asso- 
ciation requires $400 more per year than the 
United States Railroad Labor Board has 
established as the basic minimum wage in 
the railroad industry. 


With the greatest possible economy in buy- 
ing, this minimum will enable the father of a 
normal family to purchase for himself not 
more than 1,456 calories of food per day. A 
man at moderate work requires at least 3,600 
calories. His three suits of Summer underwear 
must last three years, one suit of clothes must 
carry on for eight years and a Winter over- 
coat for ten years. 


COAL STRIKE DUE TO MINERS’ 


LUST OF POWER

The causes leading to the national strike of 
union miners in both the anthracite and bitu- 
minous fields were many. The strike itself 
was but a natural result of the conflict that 
has been going on for years, the miners’ or- 
ganization, known as the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, aiming to secure membership 
of all of the workers engaged in the produc- 
tion of bituminous coal in the United States 
and Canada. Such control would obviously 
enable them to dictate terms as to wages 
working conditions and hours of labor. With 
the license granted to trade unions under the 
Clayton act, there would be no limit to the 
power that they could exercise in controlling 
production and fixing wages, rules and work- 
ing conditions which, of course, affect costs.

Fortv years ago, when Abdul Hamid II. 
was Sultan in Constantinople and the Crescent 
and Star still floated over Saloniki, an under- 
ling in the. Saloniki Custom Office died, leav- 
ing his widow with a small daughter and an 
infant son.

NO LAWLFSSNESS IN ANTHRACITE 
STRIKE—AND WHY 


Edward W.. Parker. Director Arthracite

In ome respect the anthracite strike of 1922 
must be recorded as unique in the history of 
industrial conflicts. It was peaceful through- 
out five and a half months of idleness on the 
part of over 150,000 men. There was no de- 
struction, or attempted destruction. of prop- 
ertv; there were no cases of murder or as- 
sault, no rioting, no bloodshed that could be 
charged to bitterness engendered by the strike,.

no such acts of lawlessness as marked its ~ 


predecessor, the strike of 1902. The peaceful 
conduct of the recent strike has led to the 
charge of collusion between miners and op- 
erators—a conspiracy of some sort, by which 
old wages and old prices could be continued. 
Such charges are not worth denial. It is in- 
conceivable that the miners should have sac- 
rificéd’ over $100.900,000 in possible earnings 
—more than $600 for everv mine worker—and 
that the comnanies would have willingly in- 
curred ahsolute losses aggregating avvroxi- 
mately $30.000.000 in the uvkeen of their prov- 
erties—not to mention profits that might 
have been accumulated—in a conspiracy to in- 
jure the public they serve and upon whose 
good-will they must depend. 

The peaceful conduct of the strike of 1922 
mav be attributed chieflv to the general svirit 
of amitv between emnlover and emnlove that 
has frown un in the anthracite region as a 
result of the influence exerted throneh the 
Anthracite Roard of Conciliation, which has 
proved its title to the name. 


SUPREME COM™RT AND SOCIAL 
LEGISLATION 


Ravmond Leslie Buell in November CURRENT HIS- 
TORY MAGAZINE: 


Before the Civil War the Supreme Court 
was-attacked primarily because it limited the 
powers of the State when they interfered with 
the Federal Government. Since the Civil War, 
it has beéti attacked because of its stand 
against social legislation, the necessity of 
whith has been widely recognized. In 1894 
the Supreme Court declared a Federal income 
tax law unconstitutional, on the ground that 
it was a direct tax which had to be levied ac- 
cording to population, which defeated the very 
idea of an income tax. Later it declared a 


New York ten-hour bakers’ law unconstitu- 


tional, on the ground that it was a deprivation 
of liberty without due process. It has declared 
unconstitutional State and Federal legislation 
prohibiting the discharge of men on account 
of union affiliation. It has also nullified a 
Washington statute prohibiting private em- 
ployment agencies, and an Arizona law pro- 
hibiting the use of injunctions in labor dis- 
putes. It has set aside two attempts of Con- 
gress to destroy child labor. ° 

But at the same time, the Supreme Court 
has sustained dozens of equally important 
laws, most of which have passed unnoticed. 
It has upheld workingmen’s compensation leg- 
islation; it has apparently set aside its doc- 
trine in more recent decisions upholding State 
wage laws; it has sustained the power of Con- 
gress arbitrarily to fix railway wages, a 
power which may conceivably extend to every 


interstate industry; it has upheld the New 


York rent laws, which prohibit a man from 


turning a tenant out of his house, even after 
the expiration of a lease.

A syndicate of New York surgeons and 
Physicians have purchased the northtest 
corner of Seventy-second Street and 
West End Avenue as a site for a twenty- 
two-story hotel-hospital.
